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THE GRA>J> MILITARY PAG F A 'T . 
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W ashington. Mutch -2th.—The inauguration of 
Benjamin Harrison to-day as President of the 
United states was deprived of many features 
that would otherwise have distinguished it, by 
the steady downpour of rain, that continued 
throughout the ceremonies. 
Still, it was a 
grand success from beginning to end. There 
were probably several hundred thousand visit­ 
ors in the city, many of whom could find no 
sleeping accommodations last night, aud the 
soft side of a billiard lable was considered a 
luxury. 3 he streets and public places were 
crowded and jammed by a surging, strugg ing 
mass of humanity. The city was gorgeously 
decorattd, but the lain played sad havoc with 
many of the decorations. 
The mil.tary demonstration was the mo t su­ 
perb ever seen in Washington. At 10:30 o’clock 
the first division formed m lin jo n Pennsylvania 
avenue, facing the Executive Mansion, with the 
right resting on Seventeenth street. At one 
block in the rear of the line is the Arlington 
Hotel, where President Harrison was stopping. 
This division was composed of thiee .ngades, 
Eiigadier-Ceueral II. G. Gibson commanding 
the division. The lirst Brigade, composed of 
the Ih ird Artillery, battalions of the Second 
and Fourth Artillery and troop3 of the Fourth, 
Fifth aud sixth Cavalry, was commanded by 
Major J. G. Turnbull, Third Arti.lery. The 
8eeocd Brigade, composed of marines aud sail- 
ots, m s commanded by Captain K. W. Mead, 
United States Navy. The Uiird Brigade, con­ 
sisting of the District of Columbia National 
Guard, was commanded by General Albert Ord- 
way. 
Shortly belore 11 o’clock a closed larriage, 
drawn by a team of seal-brown horses, left the 
Executive Mansion, and at a sharp trot whirled 
across Pennsylvania avenue through Fiiteen 
and-a-half street to Vermont avenue and stopped 
in front of the Johnson annex of the Arlington. 
From thi9 carriage President Cleveland alighted 
aud entered the hotel, being escorted at once to 
General 
Harrison s apartments. 
He shook 
hands with his successor,and signified his read­ 
iness to go to the Capitol whenever the Presi­ 
dent-elect w a s ready to start. General Harrison 
put on bis overcoat aud the two gentlemen de­ 
scended the stairs together and walked out be­ 
tween cheering crowns.

A D istinguish. <1 A sseri.b lag .— T aking th e 
O ath o f Office. 
No person was all w ed lo en'cr the Capitol 
building who had no ticket of admittance pre­ 
pared especially therelor. The only wav of ad­ 
mission was through the east door of the Sctia.e 
wing of the building. The Blue Gallery, faciug 
the Vir e-Presldent'g chair, was re-orv>d for the 
member; of the Dli lomatlc corps in per.-on or 
on the lloor of the chauiber, the families of the 
diplomats and their invited guests crowding the 
little b x to overflowing 
Ih e P r.ss ualh ry. 
directly over the Vice President's chair, was 
crowded with correspondents from every part 
ot the country. Adjoining this gallervon the 
west places had been reserved for th e‘families 
of the President-elect, President pro tern pore of 
the Senate, cx-Piesideuts a id ex-Yice-Presi 
dents. All other gallery space was allotted to 
the Istnil es of Senators aud Representatives. 
About 1 100 tickets to the building were Issued, 
many less than would furnish accommodation 
to those who desired to tee the brief cert monies 
in the Senate c hamher. Long before the hour 
for the commencement of the ceremonies every 
inch of room iu the galleries was occupied, ana 
the corridors were packed with people unable 
to ol tain a glimpse of tlie interior of the cham­ 
ber. Nor was there any vacant space on the 
floor. 
CROWDS POURING IN. 
As early a- 9 o’clock people began to pre-empt 
choice seals in the galleries and vorv soon after­ 
ward the stream flowed in steadily and unceas­ 
ingly. The Senate was iu session but it per­ 
formed very little actual business except when 
some conference repo t came over from the 
House and ihe Sena'e was asksd toeoucurin the 
bill, but no one paid any atleution to the pr. c.-cd- 
lngs. and there was such a hum of conversation 
and burz of tongues that the Senate Chamber 
seemed more like a fashionable soeial gathering 
than a legislative assembly. The galleries were 
crowded with well-dressed people, who used 
o]<cra-gla-ses to stare across the chamber and 
see who was in the opposite rows, then turned 
them on 'he floor and gazed at ihe Senators, 
Members of Congress and Governors who were 
rapidly forming a fia t of the gathering. 
HAMLIN AND BLAINE. 
At H o'clock 
ex-Vice-President Hannibal 
Hamlin came into the chamber and was re­ 
ceived with a round of applause. The only 
V tee-Prestdent living bears the weight of years 
well and looks as if he Is still able to enjoy life. 
He dresses in an old-fashioned 
s h a d bel!y ” 
coat, showing a wide expanse ol shirt-front. 
Ten minutes later Blaine came in through the 
east door and was re'cirod with vociferous 
applause. He took a seat between Hale and 
Stewart and was soon engaged in earnest con­ 
versation with the Senators around him. 
The next distinguished arrivals were General 
f-hennan and Major General Schofield iu the 
full uniform of their rank, broad vellow sashes 
covering thvir breasts from shoulders to waist. 
SCENES IN THE SENATE. 
A message was received from the House an­ 
nouncing that it had finished work »nd was 
ready to adjourn. Ingalls appointed Sherman 
and Saulsbury a committee to wall on the 
President and notify him that Congress was 
ready to adlouru. 
The south door directly 
iac-.ng the gallery swung open, the doorkeeper 
announced the Diplomatic Corps, and a blaze of 
color, gold lace and Jeweled orders came fn 
Minister Preston, of Haytl. Dean of the corpa, 
had the procession, and next to him came the 
German Minister, resplendent in uniform aud 
gold lace 
The diplomat» filled the large sec­ 
tion to the right of the chair and made a very 
brilliant picture. 
‘ 
Tho people talked and laughed and chatted 
until ll-Ki, when the House Committee came 
over to join the Sennte Committee to tell the 
President that they were ready to go home 
Five minutes later the United States Supreme 
Court was announced, and the entire assem­ 
blage arose as tbe highest judicial tribunal in 
Ihe land, led by the Chief Justice, took the seats 
reserved for them facing the President and 
President-elect. 


, son in 1841, and naturally he could not let this 
Congress die without performing the customary 
ccrtmouy, especial y as it was the grandson of 
the first man lor whom he had stayed the march 
0 time that wss so soon to be inaugurated 
W ith great deliberation and care he raised a 
stick up before the face of the clock until its 
hooked end caught in the miuute-hand and 
drew it back until it registered fiiteen minutes 
to noon. The sight was really comical, aud tne 
entire ass-, mblage, grave Senators to dip'omats 
and Justices, men and women in the galleries 
Governors and 
military aud naval officers! 
laughed long and loudly without any regard to 
the place and its associations. Ten minutes 
later the same ceremony had to be gone through 
wiih, and again the cloek was made to register 
a tdlse record. 


ARRIVAL OF THE PRESIDENTIAL PARTY. 
Exactly at 12 o’clock the announcement of the 
1 icsident and Cabinet was made, and Mr. Cleve­ 
land entered at the south door on the arm of 
Senator Cockrell, of the Committee ot Arrange­ 
ments. Then followed Bayard and Fairchild, 
Ludicott and \Miitney, Garland and Dickinson, 
i ^ ^ n d Colman. The President sat on a sofa 
with his back to the presiding officer’s desk and 
lacing the entire assemblage, while the Cabinet 
occupied sofas facing their chief. 
T e President and Cabinet having been 
seated, the President-elect was the next an- 
j. nouucement, and Senator Uoar appeared sup­ 
porting 
Harrison. 
Everybody rose and re­ 
mained standing until Ilarrison had taken his 
seat by the side of tbe out-going President. 
i ho6e nearest to the new President bowed 
respectlully, but there was no applaute. “The 
\ ice Presiaent-elect,” proclaimed the sentinel 
at the outer gate, aud Morton came in on the 
arm of Senator Cullom and halted in front of 
the di sk. Ingalls bowed to him and then in a 
most impressive manner 


ADMINISTERED THE OATH 
To the man who for the next four years will 
preside over the deliberations of the r cuate, in 
a few briet but well-chosen words, announced 
the Senate adjourned sine die, and then, hav- 
lDg bowed to the assembly, brought his gavel 
down on the desk aud stepped down to the 
platform. 
It ú now \ ice-Prosident Morton, aud he is the 
piFe i ,\ug ofilcer of ihe Senate, invest.d with 
the lull power aud dignity of position, 
with a 
bow to the audience he brings the gavel down 
on the desk, and then the Chaplain prays for 
the guidance of divine mercy on the new Pres­ 
ident aud Vice-President, at the conclusion of 
the ceremony reciting the Lord’s prayer, in 
which many of the spectators joined. Then the 
V ice-President asks the Senate to forbear should 
he make any mistakes, and assures them he 
will try to faithfully aud impartially perform 
the duties of his high office. 


THE NEW SENATE IN SESSION. 
The Secretary read Cleveland’s proclamation 
convening in extra session the Senate, aud an­ 
nounced that the newly elected Senators would 
come forward and be sworn in. The men who 
sat for the first time in the chamber were Wol- 
Colorado, Marston of New Hampshire, 
W ashburn of Minnesota, McMillan of Michigan 
and Higgius ot Delaware, and they attracted a 
good deal of attention aud were closely scanned. 
..." 
*11 Ike Senators had been sworn in the 
Vice-President announced that the concluding 
exercises would be held on the platform on the 
east portico, and the march was taken up. 
THE ORDER OF PBOCESSION. 
The procession moved from the Senate Cham­ 
ber in the following order: Marshals of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia and Supreme Court; eergeant- 
at Anns oi the Senate; Committee of Arrange­ 
ments: President aud Presideut-elect; 
Vice­ 
President and Secretary of the Senate; Senators: 
Diplomatic Corps; Heads of Departments; Gen­ 
erals of the Army; Admirals ot the Navy, and 
officers oi the army and navy, who, by name, 
have received the thanks of Congress; members 
of tlie House of Representatives and members- 
tlect; Governors aD d ex Governors of States; 
officers of the Senate and House, and other per­ 
sons admitted to the fioor and galleries ol the 
Senate. 
As President Harrison and Vice-President 
Merton appeared on the steps leadiug to the 
Platform they were welcomed with cheers, and 
were escorted to seats upon raised chairs in the 
front and center of the platform. As they stood 
lor a moment lacing the crowd, cheering was rc- 
sumcd with ienewed enthusiasm. 


T H E lS A i e i ' R A L PL A T F O R M . 


Scenes Iu F ro n t of th e C apitol D uring 
th e In a u g u ra tio n 
The stand built on the east front of the Capi­ 
tol varied little iu size or appearance from that 
of four years ago. when Cleveland was in­ 
augurated. it was built over and forward from 
the eastern entrance to the rotunda. It was 
over one hundred ieet square, surrounded by a 
railing, and its sides covered with red, white 
aud blue bunting. About 3.000 chairs were 
placel in regular rows ou the platform, and 
seats were assigned to distinguished people in 
v ied to witness the ceremony. The Supreme 
Court, members of tlie Diplomatic Corps, Sena­ 
tors and Representatives, heads oi Departments 
and newspaper corresjiondents ail had places 
assigned them. In the rear, seats were devoted 
to members of the families of Senators and 
Representatives, local officials and people who 
were fortunate enough to obtain tickets of ad­ 
mission to the Capitol. 
President Harrison’s determination not to dis­ 
appoint the people assembled to witness his in­ 
auguration was inflexible, in spite of edvice 
to the eontiary. he determined to deliver his 
address from ihe stand of the east portico. 
W hen the procession reached the head of the 
night of big stone steps leading down to the 
entrance, the President must have felt proud of 
the honor paid him. In spiteof the ram, which 
('‘J i n urenehiug torrems. there were fully 
10.000 people standing in front of and on either 
side ol the stand. Seen from the portico, it 
was a sea oi dripping hats and umbrellas, but 
the ram did not damia-n Lhe enthusiasm ot the 
multitude. 


THE NEW PRESIDENT CHEERED. 
The President entered the raised box facing 
lhe audience, who cheered wildly. Hats, hand­ 
kerchiefs and umbrellas were waved, aud for 
several minutes it was impossible lor the Presi­ 
dent to proceed. Chief Justice Fuller took his 
seat ou the lelt of Harrison, and Vice-President 
Morton on bis right. The President sat in the 
chair which George Washington occupied when 
he was inaugurated iu New York iu 1798. He 
seemed very pale and nervous. Before him 
stood a table ou top of which rested his old army 
Bible, on which the oath ot office was takeu. 
The Justices of the fcupreme Court took the 
seats assigned them, holding umbrellas over 
their heads, but the great uumber of chairs 
placed iu the rear for occupancy by invited 
guests were tacaut. 


TAKING THE OATH. 
As the President and Chief Justice arose, Har­ 
rison placed his hand ou the Bible, and both 
faced the crowd * ith uncovered heads. In clear 
tones of voice Justice Fuller read the oath, aud 
Harrison’s íesponse, "I do,” was equally em­ 
phatic. The President replaced his hat. Ser­ 
ge an t-at-Arme Canaday stepped to the front and 
held an umbrella over General Harrison's head. 
He drew from his pocket a copy of his address, 
and in the loud tones of one accustomed to ad­ 
dress public assemblies he read his inaugural. 
He was frequently interrupted by applause from 
‘be iTuvd while engaged In reading. 
The ladies of the Presidential parti came out 
on the portico, aud braving lhe storm, walked 
down the platlorm to places assigned them.

My Frllov-eiti-.au: There is no constitutional 
or legal requirement that the President shall 
take the oath ol office in the pretence ot the 
people. But there is so manifest an appropri­ 
ateness in the public inteiest in the chiei ex­ 
ecutive officer oi the nation that from the be­ 
ginning of the Government the people to whose 
service the official oath consecrates the officer 
have been called to witness the solemn cere­ 
mony. The oath taken in the presence of the 
people becomes a mutual covenant. The officer 
covenants to serve the whole body of the people 
by the taithful execution of the laws, so that 
they may be the uutailing defense and security 
ot those who n sp tct ana observe them, and 
that neither wealth, statiou nor power of com­ 
binations shall be able to evade their just penal­ 
ties or wrest them from a beneficent public pur­ 
pose to serve the ends of cruelly or selfishness. 
My promise is spoken, yours uuspokcu, but not 
the less real aud solemn, 'ihe peopleot every 
State have here their representatives, i surely 
do not m isinlirpret the spirit uf the occasion 
when I assume that the w hole bodr oi the peo­ 
ple covenant with me aud with each other 
to day to support aud defend the Constitution 
and the union of States, lo yield a willing obedi­ 
ence to all laws, aud give to every other citizen 
his lull civil and political rights. Entering thus 
solemnly into the covenant with each other, we 
may reverently expect ihe lavor aud help of 
Almighty God that he may give to me the wis­ 
dom. strength i nd fidelity, and to our people a 
spirit oi fraternity and a love of righteousness 
and peace. 
This occasion derives peculiar interest from the 
fact that the Presidential term which begins to­ 
day is the twenty sixth undtr our Conslitutiou. 
The first inauguration of President Washington 
took place in New 1 ork, where Congress was 
then sitting, ou the 30th cay ol April, 1789, hav- 
iug bet-u delerred by reason of delay atten-ing 
the organization of Congress and canvass oi toe 
electoral vo e. Our people have already worth­ 
ily observed the centennials of the Declaration 
ot Independence, ot the battle of Yorktown and 
of the adoption of lhe i oustitution, and will 
shortly celébrate iu New York the institution of 
tbe second great department of our constitu­ 
tional scheme of government. When the cen­ 
tennial ot the constitution oi the Judicial De­ 
partment, by the organization of the Supreme 
Court, shall have been suitably observed, a» 1 
trust it will be, our nation will have lully en­ 
tered its second century.

The mass of our 
people are better fed, clothed and housed than 
tiieir fathers were. The iacili’ies for our po’ 
lar education have been vastly en laced and 
more generally diffused. T he Virtues of cour­ 
age and patriotism give recent prool of their 
continued presence and increasing power in the 
hearts and over the lives of our people. T he 
influences ot religions have been multiplied 
and strengthened. The sweet offices of charity 
have been greatly increased. The viriue of 
temperance is held in higher estimation. We 
have not attained i n ideal condition. Not all 
of our people are hpppy and prosperous; not all 
of them virtuous and law abiding. But, on the 
whole, the opportunities offered to the indi­ 
vidual to secure the comforts of li fe are better 
than are found elsewhere and largely better 
than were here 100 } cars ago. The surrender 
o. a large measure of sovereignty to the gen­ 
eral Government was affected by the adoption 
of a Constitution, not accomplished until the 
(-t Test ions of reason were strongly reinforced 
bi the more imperative voice of experience. 
HOME -MARKETS. 
The divergent interests of peace ipeedily de­ 
manded a more perfect union. The merchant, 
shipmaster and manufacturer discovered and 
disclosed to our statesmen aud to the people 
that commercial emancipation must be ad<fed 
to that political freedom which had been so 
bravely won. The commercial policy of the 
mother country had not relaxed any of its hard 
and oppressive features. To hold in check the 
development of our e.-uimercial marine, to pre­ 
vent or retard the establishment and growth of 
manufactures in the States and so to secure au 
American market for their shoes and a carrying 
trade for their shii s, was the policy of European 
statesmen, and was puisued with most soifish 
vigor. Petitions poured iu upon Congress urg­ 
ing the impo itiou of discriminating duties that 
should eucoura.e the production of needed 
things at home. The patriotism of the pt-op e 
which no longer found a field ot exercise iii 
war, was energetically directed to the duty of 
equippuug the soung Republic tor the defense 
ot its indtpxmdeui e by making its lieople self­ 
dependent. Societies for the promotion of home 
manulactures and for encouraging the use of 
domestics in the diess of the pieople were organ­ 
ized in many States. A revival at the end of 
the centnry of the same patriotic interest in the 
preservation and development ol domestic in­ 
dustries aud the defense of cur woiking people 


' 
INJURIOUS FOREIGN COMPETITION 
Is an incident worthy of attention. It is nut a 
departure, but a retu n that we have witnessed. 
The protective policy had then its opponents 
Arguments were made, as now, that the benefits 
inured to particular classes or sections. If the 
question became in any sense at any time sec­ 
tional. it was only because s a very existed in 
some of the-States. But for this there was no 
reason why the colton-pioducing states should 
not have led or wa ked abreast with the New 
England States in the production of cotton 
fabrics. There was this reason only why the 
States that divide with Pennsylvania the m in­ 
eral treasures of the great southeastern and 
central mountain ranges should have been so 
tardy in bringing to the smelling furnace and 
to the mill the coal and iron from their near 
opposing hillsides. Mill fires were lighud on 
the luneral pyies of slavery. The Emancipa­ 
tion Proclamation was heard iu the depths of 
the earth as well as iu the sky. Men were made 
free, and material things became our better 
servants. The seelional element hashapnilv 
been eliminated from the tariff discussion. 
‘ 
THE BRUITS OF FREEDOM. 
We have no longer States that are necessarily 
only planting States. Noue are excluded irom 
achieving that diversification of 
products 
ami ng the people which bring wealth and con­ 
tentment. Cotton-plainiug will not bo less val­ 
uable wheti the production in the country of 
other necessities call for divereified crops and 
create a home demand lor garden and agricult­ 
ural products. Every new mine, furnace aud 
factory is an extension of productive capacity 
oi a State, more real aud valuable than added 
territory. Shall the prejudices and paralysis of 
slavery c-ontinne to hang on the skirts of pro­ 
gress ? How long will those who rejoice that 
slavery no longer exists, cherisli and tolerate 
the incapacities it put upon their communities? 
THE BENEFITS OF PROTECTION. 
I look hopefully to the continuance of our 
protective system, and to the consequent devel 
opmeut of manufacturing and mining enter­ 
prises in the States hitherto wholly given to ag­ 
riculture, as a potent influence in the perfTct 
unification of our people. Men who have in­ 
vested their capital in these enterprises, farm­ 
ers who have felt the benefit of their neighbor 
hood, and men who work In the shop or field, 
will not tail to find and defend acom m un.tv of 
interest. It is quite possible farmers and promo­ 
ters of the great mining uud manufacturing en­ 
terprises which were recently established in the 
South may yet find that a iree ballot of the 
working m -n without distinction of race, is 
needed for their defense, as well as for his own 
I do not doubt if those men iu the South, who 
now accept the tariff views of Clay and the 
constitutional expositions oi Webster would 
courageously avow and defend their real con­ 
victions, they would not find it difficult by 
friendly instruction and co operation, to make 
the black man their efficient aud sa'e allv—not 
onlv iu • stablishicg co n ed principles in every 
national Administration, but iu preserving for 
their local communities the benefits ot soeial 
order, aud economical aud hoDe-t government. 
At least, until the good offices of kindness and 
education have been iairfy tried, a contrary 
conclusion cannot be plausibly urged. 
SECTIONALISM MUST BE ROOTED OUT. 
1 have altogether rcjei ted the suggestion of a 
special executive po.icy .'or any sectiou oi our 
country. It is the duty of the executive lo ad­ 
minister and enforce,in methods by instrument­ 
alities [minted out aud provided by the Consti­ 
tution. ah laws enacted by Congress. These laws 
are general, and their administration should be 
uniform and effectual. A citizen may not elect 
what laws he will obey. Neither mav the Fx- 
eeutive elect which he will enforce. The duty 
to obey and to execute embraces the Constitu­ 
tion iu its entirety, and the whole code of laws 
enacted under it. Tbe evil example of permit­ 
ting individual corimralions or communitli s to 
uubify the laws because they cross some selfish 
or local interests or prejudices is lull of danger 
not only to the nation at large, but much more 
to those who use this pernicious expedient to 
es ape their just obligations or obtain unjust 
advantage over others. They will presently 
themselves be compelled lo appeal to law lor 
protection, and those who would use the law as 
defense must not denv that use of it to others. 
If our great corporations would more seriously 
observe their legal limitations aud duties, they 
would have less cause to complain of unlawful 
limitations of their rights or violent interfer­ 
ence with iheir operation, 
LAW AND ORDER. 
A community that, by cone -rt, open or secret, 
among its citizens denies a portion of its mem­ 
bers their plain rights under the law, has severed 
the only safe bond of social order and property. 
Evil works from a bad center both ways. It de­ 
moralizes those who practice it, and destroys 
tbe faith of those who suffer by it in the effic­ 
iency of law as a safe protector. Tbe man in 
whose breast that faith has been darkened is 
naturally the subject of dangerous and uncannv 
suggestions. Those who use unlawful methods, 
if moved by l o higher motive than the selfish­ 
ness that prompted them, may well stop and 
inquire what is to be the end of this. Au un­ 
lawful expedient cannot become a permanent 
condition of government. If the educated and 
influential classes in thecommunity either prac­ 
tice or connive at systemaric violation ot laws 
that seem to them to cross their convenience, 
what can they expect when the lesson, • Can 
convenience or sui pressed class interest be suf­ 
ficient cause for lawlessnesa ?” has been well 
learned by the ignorant classes .’ A community 
where law is the rule ot conduct, and where 
Courts, not the mob, execute its specialties, is 
the only attractive field for business investments 
and honest labor. 


NO ROOM FOR UNDESIRABLE ALIENS. 
Our naturalization laws should be ao amended 
as to make inquiry into the character and good 
disposition of the persons applying for citizen­ 
ship more careful aud searching, 
t ur existing 
laws have been in their administration unim 
pressive aud often unintelligible In form. We 
accept a man as a citizen w.thout any knowl­ 
edge of bis fitness, and when he assumes the 
duties oi a citizen he is without any knowledge 
as to what they are. The privileges of Ameri­ 
can citizenship are so great and its duties so 
grave that we may iusiH ou a good knowledge 
ol every pcnon applying tor citizenship and a 
good knowledge by him of our institutions. We 
should not cease to be hospitable to immigra­ 
tion, but wc should cease to be careless as to 
the character of it. Tne re are men. of all races 
even, whose coming is necessarily a burden on 
our public revenues, or u threat to social order. 
These should be identified and excluded. 
THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 
We have happily m&iu'alned a policy- of 
avoiding all interference with European afiffiirs. 
We have been only interested spectators of toeir 
cont; ntions iu diplomacy and in war, and ready 
to use out friendly offices to promote peace, but 
never insisting on our advice and never con­ 
tributing unfairly to coin distn sses oi other 
Bower» into commercial advantage to ourselves. 
We have a just right lo expect that onr Euro­ 
pean policy shouid 5>e au American policy at 
European courts. 
It is so manifestly Incompatible with those 
precautions for out peace and saiety, which all 
great Powers habitually observe and enforce in 
matters affecting; Ihem, ihat the i borter way be­ 
tween our eastern 
and western 
seaboards 
should be dominated by any European Govern­ 
ment we may confidently expee» th at such pur­ 
pose will not be entertained by any friendly 
power. 
We shall, in the future, os in the past, vwe 
every endeavor to m aiuta n and enlarge our 
triendly relatious with all great Powers. But 
they will net crjiect us to look conteyted.v 
upon a project that would leave us suVteot to 
tho dong' rs of hostile observation or environ- 
a c n t. We have not sought to dom inate or ab- 
■ *orb any of out weaker neighbors, tim, rather to 
piiftmirftpp them to establish

BROTECTtoN TO AMERICANS ABROAD. 
It must not be assumed, fio» aver, that our 
interests are so exclusively American that our 
entire inattention lo any events that may trans­ 
pire else» here may be taken for granted. Our 
citizens, dom icile! for purposes of Trade iu all 
countries and in many ol the islands oi the 
st a, demand aud will have our adequate care in 
their petsoual and commercial rights. 
The 
necessities uf our navy require convenient coal­ 
ing stations and dock and harbor privileges. 
These and other trading privileges we are, we 
teel, Iree to obtain only by means that do not in 
any degree partake of coercion, however feeble 
the Government from which we ask such con­ 
cessions. But having Jairiy obtained them by 
m ethedsand for purposes entirely consistent with 
the most friendly disposition toward all other 
Powers, our consent will be nectssary to auy 
modiheatton or impairment of the concession 
W e shall neither tail to respect the flag of aiiy 
inendly nation nor the just rights oi its citizens 
nor to exact like treatm ent for our own 
Calm­ 
ness, justice and consideration should character­ 
ize our diplomacy. The office of intelligent di­ 
plomacy or friendly arbitration in proper i a-e-s 
should be adequate to a i>eacefal adjustment of 
all international difficulties. By such methods 
we will make our contribution to the world's 
peace, which 110 nation values more highly and 
avoid the opprobrium which must fall upou the 
nation that ruthlessly breaks it. 


PRESIDENTIAL APPOINTMENTS. 
The duty developed by law upon the President 
to nominate, and by aud with the advice and 
consent of the Senate to appoint, all public offi­ 
cer, svhese appointment is not otherwise pro­ 
vided for iu the Constitution or by Act of Con­ 
gress, has become over-burdensome and i's wise 
and efficient discharge is full of difficulty. The 
civil list is so large that personal knowledge of 
any large number of applicants is impossible 
lh e President must rely upon the reprtseuta- 
t qns of others, and these are often madi 
siderately and without 
e incon 
. . -------- ®u>‘ just sense ot re­ 
sponsibility 
I have the right, I think, to insist 
that those who volunteer, or are iuvittd to give 
advice to appointments, shall exeicise cou- 
sideratk n and fidelity. A high sense of dutv 
and ambition to improve ti.o service should 
characterize all public officer?. 
There are many ways iu which the conveni­ 
ence and comfort of those who have business 
with our public offices may be promoted by a 
thought tul, obliging officer, and I shall expect 
those whom I may appoint to justify their selec­ 
tion by conspicuous efficiency in the discharge 
of their duties. Honorable party service will 
ceitainly not be esteemed by me’a disqualifica- 
foI *,ublic clfice, but it will in no case be 
allowed to serve as a shield of official negli­ 
gence, incompetency or delinquency. It is en­ 
tirely creditable to seek public office by proper 
methods, and with proper motives, and all ap­ 
plicants will te treated with consiceration. But 
1 shall need, and the heads of departments will 
need, time lor inquiry and deliberation 
Per­ 
sisted importunity will not, therefore, be the 
best support of application for office. 
CIVIL SERVICE REFOPM. 
Heads of Departments, Bureaus aud all other 
public officers having any duty conuected 
therewith, wi.l he expected to eiilorce the civil 
service law fully and without evasion. Bevond 
this obvious duty, I hope to do somethiug'more 
to advance reform iu the civil service 
The 
ideal, or even my ideal, 1 shall probably not at­ 
tain. Retrospect wi.l be a safer basis of judg­ 
ment than promises. We shall not. 1 am sure 
be able to put our civil service upon a non­ 
partisan basis until we have s-eu how fair- 
minded men of the opposition will prove for 
impartial integrity. 
As the number of such 
civil list is increased the removals from office 
will diminish. 


THE TREASURY SURPLUS. 
While the Treasury surplus is uot the greatest 
: 
,< 
Our revenue should be 
evil, it is a serious evil. 
ample to meet ordiuary annual demands upou 
our Treasury, with a sufficient margin for those 
extraordinary, hut scarcely less imperative de­ 
mands which arise now aud then. 
Expend­ 
itures should alw ajs be made with ecouomy 
aud only upon public necessity. Profligacy and 
favoritism in public expenditures is criminal 
but there is nothiug iu the condition of our 
country or our people to suggest that anything 
presently nece-sary to the public prosperity 
security or honor, should be unduly postponed’ 
It will be the duly of Congress wisely to fore­ 
cast and estimate these extraoidinary demands 
and having added them to our ordinary expen­ 
ditures, to so adjust our revenue laws tha’t no 
considerable annual surplus remain. We will 
fortunately, he able to apply to the redemption 
of the public debt any small or unforeseen ex­ 
cess of revenue. Tills is better than to reduce 
our income below our necessary expenditures, 
with a resulting choice between another change 
of our revenue laws and the Increase of public 
debt. It is quite possible, I am sure, to effect 
that necessary reduction in our revenues with­ 
out breaking down our protective tariff or seri­ 
ously injuring any domestic industry. 
IMPROVEMENT OF THE NAVY. 
The construction of a sufficient number of 
modern war-ships, and their necessary arm a­ 
ment, should progress as rapidlv as is consistent 
with care and perfection iu nlaiisand workman­ 
ship. The spirit, courage aiid skill ol our naval 
officers and seamen have, many times in our 
history,given to weak ships and inefficient guns 
a rating greatly beyond that of the naval list. 
That they will again do so upon occasion I do 
not doubt, but tbey ought uot, by premeditation 
or neglect, be leit to the ri«ks aiid exigencies of 
unequal combat. Wc should encourage the es­ 
tablishment of American steam>-hip 
ines. 
The exchanges of commerce demand staled 
aud reliable rapid means of communication 
and until these arc provided the development 
of our trade with the States lying south of us is 
impossible. 
THE NATION’S VETERANS. 
Our pension laws should give more adequate 
relief to I nion soldiers aud sailors, their widows 
and orphans. Such occasions as this should re­ 
mind us that we owe everything to their valor 
and sacrifice. 
THE I'ROrOSED NEW STATES. 
It is a subject of congratulation that there is 
a near prospect of admission into the Union of 
Dakota, Montana and Washington Territory. 
This act of justice has been unreasonably de­ 
layed iu the case of some ol them. The people who 
settled these Territories are intelligent, enter­ 
prising and patriotic, and the accession ot these 
new States will add strength to the nation. It 
is due to the settlers iu these Territories, who 
have availed themselves of invitations of our 
land laws to make homes upon public domain, 
that their titles should be adjusted aud their 
honest entries confirmed by patents 
REFORM IN ELECTIONS. 
It is very gratifying to observe the general in­ 
terest now being manifested iu the reform of 
our election laws. Those who have been for 
years calling attention to the pressing neeessity 
of throwing about the ballot box and the 
elector further safeguards—iu order that our 
elections might not only be free and pure, but 
might clearly appear to be so—will welcome 
the accession of any who did not so soon dis­ 
cover the need ol reform. The National Con­ 
gress has not as yet tsken control ot elections. 
In a case over which the Constitution gives it 
jurisdiction, but has acceptod the adopted elec­ 
tion laws of the several States, the pcualtics for 
their violation aud the method of supervision. 
On y inefficiency of these State laws, or unfair 
or partisan administration oi them, could sug­ 
gest departure from this [lolicy. It was clearlv, 
however, iu the contemplation of the framers 
of tbe Constitution that such exigency might 
arise aud provision was wisely made for it. 
THE FREEDOM OF THE BALLOT 
Is a condition of our national Die, and no power, 
vested in Congress or in the Executive to secure 
or perpetuate it, should remain unused upon 
occasion. The people of all Congressional dis­ 
tricts have equal Interest that tlie election in 
each shall truly express the views and wishes 
of the majority of qualified electors residing 
within it. The results of such elections are not 
local, and the insistence of electors residing in 
other districts that they shall be pure and free 
does uot savor at all of imper Ineuce. If iu any 
of tbe States public security is thought to be 
threatened by ignorance among the electors, the 
obvious remedy is education. 
The sympathy and help of our people will uot 
be withheld from any coir immiiy struggling 
with special embarrassments or difficulties con­ 
nected with suffrage. If the remedies proposed 
proceed upon unlawfulness, and are not ap­ 
proved by just and honorable methods, liow 
shall those who practice election frauds recover 
that respect for the sanctity of the ballot which 
is the first condition aud obligation oi good citi­ 
zenship. The man who has come to regard the 
ballot-box as a juggler s hat renounces his alle­ 
giance to the country. 
WITH JUSTICE TO ALL. 
Let us exalt patriotism aud moderate our 
party contentions. Let those who would die for 
our llag on the fie d of battle give better proof 
of tlieir patriotism and higher glory of their 
country by promoting fraternity and justice. 
Party success achieved by uniaix methods, or 
practices that partake of corruption, is hurtful 
and evanescent, even from a party standpoint 
We should hold our differing opinions with mu­ 
tual respect, and having submitted them to the 
arbit ament of the ballot, should acetq t adverse 
judgment with the same respect we would de­ 
maud of our opponents if the decision had been 
in our favor. 
No other people have a Government more 
worthy of re pect and love, or a land so mag­ 
nificent in extent, so pleasant to look upon, sc. 
fuliot generous suggestions to enterpiise and 
labor. God has placed upon oar head a diadem 
and laid at our feet power and wealtn beyond 
definition or calculation.. Bui wc must not tar­ 
get that we lake these gifts apon the condition 
that jusiice and mercy shall hold the reias of 
power, and the upward avenues ot hope be free 
to all people. 
CONFIDESC.E LS THE FUTURE. 
I do n et mistrust thefu'ure. Dangers have 
besn in frequent ambush alongour path, but we 
have uncovered and vanished them all. 
Pas­ 
sion bas swept seme of our commr.pities, but 
oulytogive us anew demonstratica that the 
great body oi our people are stable, patriotic, 
law-abiding. 
No polities 1 party can long pur­ 
sue an advantage at the expense of public, 
honor, or Vy rode and indecent methods, with 
G»t protest and fatal disaffecti'Ai iu its own 
body.

Harrison kept his silk hat on dur­ 
ing the delivery ol his address, and w aspuitly 
protected from the rain by sergeant-at-Arms 
Canaday. Mr. Cleveland ;'now an ex-President) 
stood up dnrmg a part oi tho address, bat be­ 
coming ,'.red toward the close, seated himself. 
The President spoke in a I-»* d, clear tone, with 
distinct enunciation, and emphasized 
with 
much earnestness portions oi his speech, 
it 
»-as an instance of the President’s power to rise 
above his surroundings and -ecome wholly in­ 
different to them. His m anner wins as deiibei- 
ate and forceful as if he were iu tlie senate 
chamber and perfectly at ease 
His gestures 
were emphatic and prominent, aud all the 
grates ot oratory, of which he is i master, were 
brought into play effectively. 
Vice-President Morton aud Mrs. Morton were 
pre.-eut oiinng s»rt of tho ce:emonv, but the 
latter lumted iu the throug, aud she wan ri. 
moved to the Vice-Pmidont s room in tho 8en 
ato, where ihe quickly revived and was takeu 
home. 
The delivery of the address was frequently 
marked by loud applause and shouts of aii 
pro val 
1 he reference to Dakota produced eon 
siderable cneenug, but when the President 
spoke of a free ballot the applause waamighty 
aud tremendous. There were also demonstra 
tions of approval at other times. 
His reloreuces to the rehabilitation of the 
navy and lo the establishment of steamship 
lines evoked cheers and cries of ‘ good I” But 
the most overwhelming ihout of approval was 
reserved tor the statement of the Pres dent a 
pension jKilicy. The crowd cheered again and 
agaiu at this point and waved their hats ami 
eunes wildly. At the conclusion of the address 
there was another outburst of applause, during 
which the President turned round ami kissel 
his wife and daughters. The crowd, which had 
all this time surged back uml forth like the 
waves of the sea, gradually dissolved. 
H ack to lh e Senate. 
After the address was finished at 120 o’clock 
the Senate returned to Us chambers, and oii 
motion ol Edmunds a committee consisting of 
hdm umK Teller aud Cockrell was appointed 
to notify the Presiden that the Senate had 
organized and was ready to proceed to busi 
ness. 
The Senate then adjourned until to 
morrow. 
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T ho M ost M agnificent P a ra d e Yet Seen 
a t th e N ational C apital. 
When General Harrison had concluded the 
delivery of his address ihe military line was 
torrned and the parade proper began. 
A bat- 
ry ot artillery fired a salute to the new Chief 
Magistrate, who re-entered the Capitol aud pro­ 
ceeding again to the Senate wing accompanied 
by Mr. Morion, and the committee cntereditheir 
carriages and took their places in lino with the 
first division, which moved around the north 
®*deof the building aud down the hill into 
Pennsylvania avenue. A gun was fired to signal 
the movement of the second division, which 
liad been previously assembled on Maryland 
avenue ami A street.. It nsoved out promptly, 
and was followed by the third, fourth and fifth 
divisions, which were massed ou the streets 
adjacent to the Capitol grounds. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA TROOPS. 
The second division attracted more attention 
than any other feature of the parade. It was 
composed exclusively of the National Guard of 
Pennsylvania, 8,000 strong, commanded by Ma­ 
jor-General John F. Hart ran ft. This militia was 
the feature of the Garfield and Cleveland inau­ 
gural parades. 
The procession was of great length and cm 
braced many uotublc features. It was by all 
odds the greatest display ot the kiud ever wit­ 
nessed here. 
THE REVIEW. 
President Harrison, after a short visit to the 
white House, was etcorted, in company with 
President Cleveland, to the reviewing-stand 
In passing this stand the troops carried arms 
officers saluted the President, and the colors 
were dipped. The President returned the salute 
by lifting his hat. 
Ex-President Cleveland and Mrs. Cleveland 
and members ot the families of the incoming 
and outgoing Chiei Magistrates, many distin­ 
guished public mon. and others of less promi­ 
nence occupied the reviewing-siaud.

A Scene o f B eau ty an d Splendor—T he 
F in ale o f th e In a u g u ra tio n . 


W a s h in g t o n , March 4th.—The great court or 
the Pension Building is to-night illuminated 
with light and color as to the seductive music of 
the great orchestras thousands glide through 
the movements of the dance or stroll in the cor­ 
ridors a :d promenades admiring and contribut­ 
ing to the marvelous beauty of the scene. The 
court of the new Pension Building is undoubt­ 
edly the largest and grandest interior ot its kind 
ou this continent, and in respect to symmetrical 
beauty it has few superiors in the world. The 
area of tassalated floor is about 27,000 square 
feet, or very nearly an acre. 
Four years ago, when the first inauguration 
hall was held here, the theu unfinished condi­ 
tion of the building rendered highly effective 
decoration exceedingly difficult, and in some 
respects quite impossible, but to-night the per­ 
fection of decorative ait seems to have been 
attained. 
A GORGEOUS SCENE. 
The ball-room is indeed a picture of fairyland- 
A thousand ineaLde-cent lights Hooded the 
building wiih softened radiance. ( hoice flow­ 
ers perlumed the air and delighted the eye, 
while : trains of music fell sensuously upon the 
ear. The decorations were finer than anything 
ever attempted before at an inaugural ball. The 
most conspicuous feature of tbe interior was the 
two-story Jaj auese pagoda in the center of the 
hall. The lower part of lhe pagoda was a grotto 
built of rock aud ferns around the fountain, a 
picturesque retreat for the dancers, where they 
could rest surroundt d by the glamor of flowers’, 
soft lights and running water. On the second 
floor of ths pagoda was a string band of 100 per- 
forme s, playing the music- for the dauce. 
Above them, on the third gallery, was the Ma­ 
rine Baud, which conducted lhe promenade 
concert. The structure was covered with flags 
aud bunting, here aud there illuminated witn 
sparks from electric lights. Portraits of Har­ 
rison aud Monon were placed on the front, and 
running entirely around the structure, just 
above the first story, was a line of shields, each 
bearing the name of a State or Territory. Ou 
the toil of the pagoda the woid ‘ Constitution” 
blazed forth in letters of fire. 
The eight massive columns supporting the 
ofiy roof were twined with laurel garlands and 
pnlm leaves. The decorations of the room 
proper gave one the impression of a mass of 
color, a glitter of armor, the drapery of IDgs 
and billows ot banting. 
The galleries sur­ 
rounding the hall were draped with Americau 
flags, interspersed with garlands of laurel and 
pine. 
The ceiliDg was covered with 5,000 yards of 
laurel festoons. Suspended from the lower gal­ 
lery was a series of panels five feet bv ten,, 
made entirely of choice flowers, a panel being 
devoted to each department of State, upon 
which was wrought in half relief some suitable 
device. 
The main feature of the decorations, how­ 
ever, cousisted of two immense fioral balls 
which were suspended at the east and west 
ends of the had. Each ball was fifteen feet in 
diameter, resembling two enormous floral bal­ 
loons. When the President and Vice-President, 
accompanied by the ladies ol their party, en­ 
tered the hall they passed under the first of 
these balls. As they did so, an attendant pulled 
a string which opened the ball and a shower of 
cut-flowers aud roses descended upon them ; at 
the same time the second floral ballon, was 
opened and rdeas-.da flock of canary birds and 
paroquets. 
The music of the evening was of two kinds, 
one furnished by the United Siotts Marine 
Band, directed by Profcssor John Pnilip.Sousa, 
sssiste-d by Salvatore Pel rola, and the other by 
Beck’s On hestra of one hundred pieces, con­ 
ducted by Simon.Hassler aud J. G. 8. Beok. The 
promenade concert proceeded the dancing, and 
began with “The Presidential Polonaise, ’ com­ 
posed bv Professor S usa for the occasion, and 
performed by both the band and tbe orchestra.

V\ ashington. Met’ch -ith.—The inauguration ot 
Benjam in H arrison to-day as President of the 
United t-tates w as deprived of m any features 
th at would otherw ise have distinguished it, by 
th e steady dow npour of rain, th at continued 
throughout the cerem onies. 
Still, it was a 
grand success from beginning to end. There 
were probabiy several hundred thousand visit­ 
ors in the city, m any of whom eould find no 
sleeping accom m odations last night, and the 
soft side of a bi.liard table was considered a 
luxury. 3 lie streets and public places were 
crowded and jam m ed by a surging, strtigg iug 
m ass of huniai ity. The e*ily was gorgeously 
decorated, but the rain played sad huvoe w ith 
m any of the decorations. 
The m il.tary dem onstration was the mo t su­ 
perb ever seen in W ashington. At 10:3G o’clock 
the first division form ed in lin ’ oti Pennsylvania 
avenue, facing the Executive Mansion, w ith the 
right resting on Seventeenth street. At one 
block in the rear of the line is the Arlington 
H otel, where President H arrison was stopping. 
This division was composed of ibico ungades, 
Eiigud ter-Gent ral H. G. Gibson com m anding 
the division. The I iret Brigade, composed of 
the T hird A rtillery, battalions of the Second 
and Fourth Artillery and troops of the Fourth, 
F ifth and Sixth Cavalry, was com m anded by 
M ajor J. G. T urnbull, T hird A rti.lery. The 
Second Brigade, Composed of m arines aud fail- 
oi8, w .s com m anded byC aplaiu P.. W. Mead. 
United States Navy. T he '1 bird Brigade, con­ 
sisting of th e District of Colum bia National 
Guard, was com m anded by General Albert Ord- 
way. 
Shortly belore 11 o’clock a closed carriage, 
draw n by a team of seal-brown horses, left th e 
E xecutive Mansion, and at a sharp trot w hirled 
across Pennsylvania avenue through Fifteen 
aud-a-half street to Verm ont avenue'and stopped 
in front of the Johnson annex of the A rlington. 
From this carriage President Cleveland alighted 
and entered the hotel, being escorted at once to 
G eneral 
H arrison s 
apartm ents, 
lie shook 
hands w ith his successor, and signified his read­ 
iness to go to the Capitol w henever the Presi­ 
dent-elect was tendy to start. General Harrison 
put on hie overcoat am i the two gentlem en d e ­ 
scended the stairs together and w alked out be­ 
tw een cheering crowns. 
THE PRESIDENTIAL PARTY 
Entered carriages and look th eir places in Ihe 
procession tor the Capitol 
The procession 
moved m the following o rd e r: United - la e s 
regular troops, (avail y .and m iil.etv; United 
States M arine Corps, United .Mates Naval Owlets, 
United States Naval Apprentice-, c h iel M arshal 
Beaver and stair, survivors of H arri-on's old 
regim ent, 115strong; an opeu carriage draw n by 
four horses aud containing President Cleveland, 
President-elect Harrison and ¡senators Hoar and 
Cockrell; an open cairiuge draw n by tour horses 
aud containing VK e-Ptesldent-elect Morton an d 
senator Cull, m; m ilitia of the Gist ¡let of Co 
lttm bia. A h e.v y rain was falling, and P reii 
dent Cleveland held an umbxcUa over his suc­ 
cessor, white Cuilom perform ed a like service 
for Morton.

No person was ull wed to enter the Capitol 
building who had no ticket of adm ittance pre­ 
pared especially thereior. The oulv wav of a d ­ 
mission was through the ca»t door of the Sena.c 
wing of the building. The Blue Gallery, facing 
th e Vo e-l’resldem ’s chair, was re-ervnY for the 
m em ber, ot the Hi; fom atic corps in per.-onor 
on the lloor of the cham ber, the fam ilies of the 
diplom ats aud their invited guests crowding the 
little b x lo overflowing. 3 he Pr. ss Galb ry. 
directly over the Vice Prosideut's chair, was 
crowded w ith correspondents from every part 
ot the country. Adjoining this gallcrv on the 
west places had been reserved for the fam ilies 
of the President-elect, President pro tcm iaire of 
the Senate, ex-Ptesldeuts at d ex-Vice-Presi 
dents. 
All other gallery space vrus allotted to 
the f-tmil es of Senators aud Representatives. 
About 1100 tickets to the building were issued, 
m any le$s than would furnish accom m odation 
to tiiose w ho desired to tee the brief cert m onies 
in the Senate (. liainbcr. 
Long before th e hour 
for th e com m encem ent of the cerem onies every 
inch of ntom in the galleries was occupied, and 
the corridors were packed w ith people unable 
to obtain a glim pse o f the interior of the cham ­ 
ber. 
Nor was there any vacant space on the 
floor. 
CROWDS POURING IN. 
As early at 9 o'clock people began to pre-em pt 
choice seals in the galleries and very soon after­ 
w ard the stream flowed in steadily aud unceas­ 
ingly. The Senate was in session hut it tier- 
formed very little actual business except w hen 
some conference repo t cam e over from the 
House and the Sena’e was asktd to concur in the 
bill, but no one paid any atiention to the pr. c o d ­ 
ings, and there was such a hum of conversation 
and burr of tongue* th a t Ihe Senate Cham ber 
seemed more like a fashionable social gathering 
than a legislative assem bly. The galleries were 
crow ded w ith well-dressed people, who used 
opera-gla«ses to stare across the cham ber and 
set who was in the opposite rows, then turned 
them on the floor and gazed at the Senators, 
Memliers of Congress and Governors w ho were 
rapidly form ing a pa t of the gathering.

Ten m inutes later B laine cam e in through the 
east door and was received w ith vociferous 
applause.

THE MARCH OF EMPIRE. 
T hat w hich was the body has com e to tie only 
a rich fringe of the nation’s robe. But our 
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S c e n e s in F ro n t o f th e C a p ito l D u rin g 
th e In a u g u ra tio n 
The stand built on the east front of the Capi­ 
tol vaiied little in size or appearance from that 
of four years ago, w hen Cleveland was In­ 
augurated. It was built over and forward from 
the eastern cutrance to the rotunda. It was 
over one hundred feet square, surrounded by a 
ratling, aud its sides covered w ith red, w hite 
and blue buntiDg. About 2,000 chairs were 
p lacel in regular rows ou the platform , and 
seats were assigned to distinguished people in 
v:ted to witness the cerem ony. The Suprem e 
Court, m em bers of the Diplom atic Corps, Sena­ 
tors and Representatives, heads ol D epartm ents 
and new spaper correspondents all had places 
assigned them . In the rear, seats were devoted 
to num bers of the fam ilies of Senators and 
Representatives, local officials and people who 
were fortunate enough to obtain tickets of ad ­ 
mission to the Capitol. 
President H arrison’s determ ination not to dis­ 
appoint the people assem bled to witness his in­ 
auguraron was inflexible. 
In spite of sdvice 
to the contrary he determ ined to deliver his 
address from the stand of the east portico, 
w hen the procession reached the head of the 
flight of big stone steps leading down to the 
entrance, the President m ust have felt pioud of 
the honor paid him . In spiteof the rain, which 
fell in drenching torrents, there w ere fully 
10,000 people stauding iu front of and on c-ither 
side of the stand. Seen from the portico, it 
was a sea of dripping hats and um brellas, but 
the rain did not dam iarn the enthusiasm ot the 
m ultitude. 
THE NEW PRESIDENT CHEERED. 
'ih e President entered the raised box facing 
the audience, who cheered w ildly. Hats, hand- 
kerehieis and um brellas were waved, aud for 
several m inutes it was impossible lor the Presi­ 
dent to proceed. Chief Justice Fuller took his 
seat on the left of H arrison, aud Vice-President 
Morton on his right. The President sat in the 
chair Which George W ashington occupied w hen 
he was inaugurated iu New York iu 1798.

seem ed very pale and nervous. Before him 
stood a table ou top of w hich rested his old arm y 
Bible, ou w hich the oath ot office was taken. 
I h e Justices of the euprem c Court took the 
seals assigned them , holding um brellas over 
their heads, but the great num ber of chairs 
placed in the rear for occupancy by invited 
guests were vacant. 
TAKING THE OATH. 
As the President and Chief Justice arose H ar­ 
rison placed his hand ou the Bible, aud both 
laced the crowd • ilh uncovered heads. Iu clear 
tones of voice Justice F uller read the oath, and 
H arrison’s lesponse, ” 1 do," was equally em ­ 
phatic. The President replaced his hat. Ser- 
geaut-at-A rm s Cauaday stepped lo the front and 
held an um brella over General H arrison’s head 
He drew trom his pocket a copy of his address, 
and iu the loud tones of one accustom ed to ad­ 
dress public assem blies he read his inaugural 
He was frequently interrupted by applause from 
Ihe crowd w hile engaged in rcadiug. 
The ladies ot the Presidential p artj cam e out 
on the portico, and braving the storm , w alked 
dowu the platform to places assigned them .

P le d g e s to th e P eo p le , 
ify Ff llou'-citi'-cn*.- There is no constitutional 
or legal requirem ent that the President shall 
tak e the oath ol office in the pretence ol the 
people. But there is to m anifest an appropri 
ateners in the public interest iu th e chief ex ­ 
ecutive officer ot the nation th at from th eb e- 
ginning of the G overnm ent the people to whose 
service the offic ial oath consecrates the officer 
have been called to w itness the solem n cere 
mony. The oath taken in the presence of the 
jieople becomes a m utual covenant. The officer 
co v en ails to terve the whole body of th e people 
by the n u tn ful execution of tbe law s, so that 
they m ay be the unfailing defense and security 
ot those w ho resptct an a observe them , and 
th at neither w ealth, station nor power of com ­ 
binations shall be able to evade their just penal­ 
ties or wrest them trom a beneficent public pur- 
to serve the cuds of cruelly or selUshuess. 
y prom ise is spoken, yours unspoken, but not 
the less real aud solemn. I h e people ol every 
Slate have here th eir representatives, i surely 
do not mtsiuU rpret the spirit of the occasion 
when I assume th at the whole body ot the peo­ 
ple covenant w ith me aud with" each other 
to day to support and defend the Constitution 
and the union of States, to yield a w illing obedi­ 
ence to all laws, aud give to every other citizen 
h islu ll civil and political rights. 
E nteringthus 
Solemnly into the covenant w ith each other, we 
m ay reverently expect th e lavor and help of 
A lm ighty God th a t he m ay give to m e th e wis­ 
dom, strength tn d fidelity, and to our peopie a 
spirit ot fraternity and a love of righteousness 
and peace. 
This occasion derives peculiar interest from the 
fact that the Presidential term w hich begins to­ 
day is the tw enty sixth under our Constitution. 
The first inauguration of President W ashington 
took place in New V nrk, w here Congress was 
then sitting, ou the 30th day ot April. 1789, hav­ 
ing been delerred by reason of delay a lte n -ing 
th e organization o f Congress and canvass ot tne 
electoral vo c. Our people have already w orth­ 
ily observed the eeuteuuials of the D eclaration 
ot Independence, o: the battle of Yorktown aud 
of the adoption of th e t onstitution, aud w ill 
shortly celebrate in New York the institution of 
the st-coud great departm ent of our constitu­ 
tio n al schem e of governm ent. W heu the cen­ 
tennial ot the constitution ol tbe Judicial De­ 
partm ent, by the organization of th e Suprem e 
Court, shall have been suitably observed, as I 
trust it w ill be, our nation w ill have lully en ­ 
tered Its second eeaiury. 
AUER an HUNDRED YEARS. 
I w ill not attem pt to note th e m arvclcns and, 
in great p a rt, the happy contrasts betw een our 
country os it steps over th e tnreshoid into the 
second century ol o:ganrz:d existence under 
th e C onstitution, aud that w eak but wisely 
ordered young nation th a t looked undauntedly 
dow q the first century, w hen all its years 
sl'.etehed out befóte it. C ur people w ill not fail 
’at this tim e to recall incidents w hich accom- 
i pAufcd the institutiou ot guVen m enl under ’Joe 
1 lo n stitu tio n , or to th e inspiration aud guid ¿nee 


has not been lim ited to territorial popu­ 
lation and aggregate w ialth , m atvelous as it 
has been in these directions. The mass of our 
peopie are better fed, clothed and housed than 
th eir lathers were. The tacili'ies for our popu­ 
lar education have been vastly enlarged and 
m ore generally dillused. 1 he Tlrtues of cour­ 
age and patriotism give recent prooi of their 
continued presence aud increasing power in the 
hearts and over the lives of our people. I h e 
influences ot religions have been m ultiplied 
and strengthened. The sweet offices of charity 
have been greatly increased. The virtue of 
tem perance is held in higher estim ation. 
We 
have not attained t n ideal condition. Not all 
oxoiu' people are happy and prosperous : not all 
of them virtuous and law abldiug. But. on the 
whole, th e opportunities offered to th e indi­ 
vidual to secure the comforts of life are better 
than are found elsew here and largelv better 
than w ere here 100 jc a rs ago. The surrender 
o. a large m easure of sovereigntv to the gen­ 
eral G overnm ent was affected by th e adoption 
of a Constitution, not accom plished until tbe 
O restions of reason were strongly reinforced 
Dj tue m ore im perative voice ot experience. 
HOME MARKETS. 
T he divergent iuterests of peace speedily de­ 
m anded a m ore perfect union. 
The m erchant 
shipm aster and m anufacturer discovered and 
disclosed to our statcsineu aud to the people 
th at com m ercial eiuaneiputlon m ust be added 
to th a t political ire*dom which had been so 
bravely won. The com m ercial policy of the 
m other country had not relaxed any of" its hard 
and oppressive features. To hold in check the 
developm ent ol our com m ercial m arine, to pre­ 
vent or retard the establishm ent am i growth of 
m anufactures in the Stales and so to secure an 
Am erican m arket for th eir shops and a carryiug 
trade for their sliij s, was the policy of European 
state-m er. and was puisued w ith most selfish 
vigor Petitions poured iu upon Congress urg- 
the inipo ilion of discrim inating duties th at 
should euco u ra.e the production of needed 
things at hom e. The patriotism of the peop e 
w hich no longer found a field of exercise iu 
war, was energetically directed to the duty of 
equipping the jo u n g Republic for the defense 
of its independent e by m aking its tieople self­ 
dependent. Societies for the prom otion of hom e 
m anufactures acd for encouraging the use of 
dom estics in the dtess of the people were organ­ 
ized in m any States. A revival at th e end of 
the century of the sam e patriotic interest in the 
preservation and developm ent ol dom estic in­ 
dustries aud the defense of our w otkiug people 
against

INJURIOUS FORKION COMPETITION 
Is an incident worthy of attention. It is not a 
departure, but a retu n that we have witnessed. 
I h e protective policy had then its opponents 
Argum ents were m ade, as now, th at the benefits 
inured to particular classes or sections. If the 
que-tion becam e in auy tense at any tim e sec­ 
tional, it was ouly because s avery existed iu 
some of the SUtes. 
But for this there was no 
reason w hy the colton-producing states should 
not have ted or w a k e d abreast w ith the New 
England States in th e production of cotton 
labries. There was this reason ouly why the 
States th at divide w ith Pennsylvania the m in­ 
eral treasures of the great southeastern and 
central m ountain ranges should have been so 
tardy in bringing to the sm elling furnace and 
to the m ill the ecal and iron from th eir near 
opposing hillsides. 
Mill fires were lighted on 
the funeral pyres of slavery. The Em ancipa­ 
tion I’roclam utiun was heard in the depths of 
tbe earth as well as iu the sky. Men were m ade 
free, and m aterial things becam e our better 
servants. T he sectional elem ent haslisppily 
been elim inated from the tariff discussion. 
" 
THE FRUITS OF FREEDOM. 
We have no longer States th at are necessarily 
only planting States. None are excluded trom 
achieving 
th at 
diversification 
of 
products 
aim ng the people which bring w ealth and con­ 
tentm ent. Cotton-plaining will not be less val­ 
uable w hen the production in the country of 
other necessities call for diversified crops and 
create a hom e dem and for garden and agricult­ 
ural products. Every uew m ine, furnace aud 
factory is an extension of productive capacity 
ol a State, m ore real and valuable th an added 
territory. Shall the prejudices aud paralysis of 
slavery continne to hang on the skirts of pro­ 
gress? How long w ill those w ho rejoice that 
slavery m longer exists, cherish and tolerate 
the incapacities it put upon th eir com m unities? 
THE HENEEITS OF PROTECTION. 
I look hopefully to the continuauce of our 
protective system, aud to the consequent devel 
opm eut o f m anuiacturing and m ining enter­ 
prises in the States hitherto wholly given to ag- 
liculture, as a potent influence in tliep crf.ct 
ULillcatiou of our people. 
Men who have in­ 
vested th eir capital in these enterprises, farm ­ 
ers who liave felt tb e benefit of th eir neighbor 
hood, and m en who work in the shop or field, 
w ill not fail to find and defend aeom m un.tv of 
interest. It is quite possible farm ers aud promo­ 
ters of the great m ining uud m anufacturing en­ 
terprises w hich w ere recently established in the 
South m ay yet find that a free ballot ol the 
working m -u w ithout distinction of race is 
needed for th eir defense, as well as for his own. 
I do not doubt if those m en iu the South, who 
now accept ihe tariff views of Clay aud the 
constitutional exposilious of Webster would 
courageously avow aud defend their real con­ 
victions, they would not find it difficult, by 
irk-udiy instruction and co operation, to m ake 
the black m an th eir efficient and sa'e ally—not 
only in • stablishiDg c o n e d principles in"every 
national A dm inistration, but. iu preserving for 
their local com m unities the benefits ol social 
order, and econom ical and hODe-t governm ent. 
At least, un til the good offices of kindness and 
education have been iairly tried, a eontrary 
conclusion cannot be plausibly urged. 
SECTIONALISM MUST BE ROOTED OUT. 
I have altogether rcje< ted the suggestion of a 
special executive po.icy for any section of our 
country. 
It is the duty of the rxecutive to ad ­ 
m inister aud enforce,in m ethods by instrum ent­ 
alities pointed out and provided by the Consti­ 
tution. ah law s enacted by Congress. These laws 
are general, and th eir adm inistration should be 
uniform am i effectual. A cilizeu m ay not elect 
w hat laws he will obey. N either m av the Px- 
ecutive elect w hich he will enforce. The duty 
to obey and to execute em braces the Constitu­ 
tion iu its entirety, and the whole code of laws 
enacted under it. The evil exam ple of perm it­ 
ting individual cor)ioralions or com m unitii s to 
nullify the law s because they cross some selfish 
or local interests or prejudices is lull of danger 
not only to the nation at large, but m uch more 
to those who use this pernicious expedient- to 
es ape th eir just obligations or obtain unjust 
advantage over others. They w ill presently 
them selves be com pelled lo appeal to law for 
protection, and those who would use the law as 
defense m ust not denv th a t use of it to others. 
If our great eorioratious would more seriously 
observe their legal lim itations aud duties, they 
would have less cause to cotnplaiu of unlaw ful 
lim itations of th eir rights or violem interfer­ 
ence w ith th eir operation, 
LAW AND ORDER. 
A com m unity that, by couc T t, open or secret, 
am ong its citizens denies a portion of its m em ­ 
bers their plain rights under the law, has severed 
the only safe bond of social order and property. 
Evil works from a bad center both ways. 
It de­ 
m oralizes those w ho practice it, and destroys 
the faith of those who suffer by it in the effic­ 
iency of law as a safe protector. The m an in 
whose breast th at faith has been darkened is 
naturally the subject of dangerousand uncanny 
suggestions. Those who use unlaw ful m ethods, 
if moved by lo higher m otive than the selfish­ 
ness th a t prom pted them , may well stop and 
inquire w hat is to be the end of this. An un­ 
law ful expedient cannot become a perm anent 
condition of governm ent. 
If the educated and 
influential classes in the com m unity either prac­ 
tice or connive at system aric violation ot laws 
th a t seem to them to cross their convenience, 
w hat can they expect w hen the lesson, ’ Can 
convenience or sui pressed class interest be suf­ 
ficient cause for lawlessness?” has been well 
learned by the ignorant clashes? A com m unity 
w here law is the rule ot conduct, and where 
Courts, not the mob, execute its specialties, is 
the only attractive field for business invest m enls 
and honest labor. 
NO ROOM FOR UNDESIRABLE ALIENS. 
Our naturalization law s should be so am ended 
as to m ake inquiry into the character and good 
disposition of the persons applying for citizen­ 
ship more careful aud searching, 
t nr existing 
laws have been in th eir adm inistration unim 
pressive and otten unintelligible in form. We 
accept a m an as a citizen w .thout any know l­ 
edge of his fitness, and w hen he assum es the 
duties ot a citizen he is w ithout any knowledge 
as to w hat they «re. The privileges of Am eri­ 
can citizenship are so great and its duties so 
grave th at we m ay iusitt ou a good knowledge 
of every perron applying lor citizenship and a 
good knowledge by him of our institutions. We 
should not cease lo be hospitable to im m igra­ 
tion, hut yve should cease to be careless as to 
the character of it. There are m en of all races 
even, whose com ing is necessarily a burden ou 
our public revenues, or a th reat to social order. 
These should be identified and excluded. 
THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 
We have happily m aiu’ained a policy of 
avoiding all interference w ith European affairs. 
We have been only interested spectators of their 
cont-. utious iu diplom icy and in w ar, and ready 
to use our friendly offices to prom ote peace, but 
never insisting on our advice aud never con­ 
tributing unfairly to coin distresses of other 
Bowers into com m ercial advantage to ourselves. 
We have a just right to expect th at our Euro- 
E:an policy sliou.d be an A m en van jioHcy at 
uropean courts. 
I t is so manlfcsOy incom patible w ith those 
precautions for ou r peace am i salety, w hich all 
great Powers habifu&Uy observe and enforce in 
m atters affecting them , th a t th e ib o rter way be­ 
tw een our eastern 
and 
w estern 
seaboards 
should be dom inated by any E uropean Govern­ 
m ent we m ay confidently expect th a t such pu r­ 
pose w ill not be entertained by any friendly 
power. 
We shall, in the future, as in tb e past, \y® 
every endeavor to m ainta n and e-.large out 
friendly relations w ith all great Powers, br.t 
they w ill not expect us to look contested.v 
npou a project th a t would leave us subject to 
th o dang- rs of hostile observation or environ- 
m en’. We have not sought to d o m ija ie 0r ab- 
■ xorb any of our w eaker neighbors, tiUt rather to 
eucouragc them to establish ' ree aud stab’e 
Governm ents, resting upon the consent of the 
people. We have a clear rig^p to expect, there 


foie, that so European G overnm ent will seek to 
estHDlish colonial d ep en d en c ia oil tbe territory 
ot these independent Am erican States. T hat 
w hich a sense of justice restrains us from seek-

T here are m any ways iu w hich the conveni­ 
ence aud com fort of those who have busiuess 
" 'lth 2u,r public offices m ay be prom oted by a 
thoughttnl, obliging officer, and 1 shall expect 
those whom 1 m ay uppoint to justify their selec­ 
tion by conspicuous efliciency iu the discharge 
of iheir duties. Honorable party service will 
ceitainly not be esteem ed by m e a disqualifica­ 
tion for public office, but it will in no case he 
allowed to se n e as a shield of official negli­ 
gence, incom petency or delinquency. It is en­ 
tirely creditable to seek public office by proper 
method», atul w ith proper motives, arid all ap- 
plieants will te treated w ith consiceration. But 
1 shall need, and the heads or departm ents will 
need, tim e for inquiry and deliberation 
Per­ 
sistent im portunity w ill not, therefore, be the 
best support of application for office. 
CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 
H eads of D epartm ents, Bureaus aud all other 
public officers having 
auv duty connected 
therew ith, w i.l be expected to eulorcc the civil 
service law fully am i w ithout evasion. Beyond 
this obvious duty, I hope to do som ething m ote 
to advance reform iu the civil service. 
The 
ideal, or even my ideal, I shall probably not at­ 
tain. P.etrospect w i.l be a safer basis of judg­ 
m ent th an promises. We shall not, X am sure 
be able to put our civil service upon a non-' 
psrtisan basis until we have s»en how fair- 
nnudea men of the opposition will prove for 
im partial integrity. 
As the num ber of such 
civil list is increased the rem ovals from office 
w ill dim inish. 
THE TREASURY SURPLUS. 
W hile tho Treasury surplus is uot the greatest 
evil, it is a seri- ius evil. Our reveuue should be 
am olé to m eet ordinary annual dem ands upon 
our Treasury, w ith a sufficient m argin for those 
extraordinary, but scarcely less im perative de­ 
m ands w hich arise now aud then. 
E xpend­ 
itures should alw ajs be m ade w ith ecouomy 
and only upon public necessity. Profligr cy aud 
favoritism in public expenditures is crim inal 
but there is nothing in the condition of our 
country or our people to suggest th a t anything 
presently ucee-sary to the public prosperity 
security or honor, should be unduly nostimned 
ft wflf be the duty of Congress wris^y w Tore 
cast and estim ate these extraordinary dem ands 
a ”d having added them to our ordinary expen-’ 
ditures, to so adjust our revenue laws th at no 
considerable annual surplus rem ain. 
We will 
fortunately, be able to apply to the redem ption 
of the public debt any sm all or unforeseen ex ­ 
cess of reveuue. This is better than lo reduce 
our income below our necessary expenditures 
w ith a resulting choice between another change 
of our revenue laws and the increase of public 
debt. 
It is quite possible, I am sure, to effect 
that necessary reduction in our revenues w ith­ 
out breaking down our protective tariff or seri­ 
ously injuring any dom estic industry. 
IMPROVEMENT OF THE NAVY. 
The construction of a sufficient num ber of 
m odern war-ships, and th eir necessary arm a­ 
m ent. should progress as rapidlv as is consistent 
witli care aud perfection in plans aud w orkm an­ 
ship. The spirit, courage aild skill of our naval 
officers and seameti have, m any tim es in our 
history, given to weak ships and inefficient guns

W hen General H arrison had concluded the 
delivery of his address the m ilitary line was 
reform ed and the parade proper began. A bat­ 
tery ol artillery fired a salute to the new Chief

On y inefficiency of these State laws, or un lair 
or partisan adm inistration of them , could sug- 
test departure from this policy. It w as clearlv, 
low ever, iu the contem plation of the fram ers 
of the Constitution that such exigency m ight 
arise and provision was wisely m ade for it. 
THE FREEDOM OF THE BALLOT 
Is a condition of our national life, and no power, 
vested in Congress or in the Executive to secure 
or perpetuate it, should rem ain unused upon 
occasion. The people of all Congressional dis­ 
tricts have equal interest th at ihe election in 
each shall truly express the views and wishes 
of the m ajority of qualified electors residing 
w ithin it. The results of such elections are not 
local, and the insistence of electors residing in 
o th tr districts th at they shall be pure aud free 
does uot savor at all oí im per inence. If iu any 
of the States public security is thought to be 
threatened by ignorance am ong the electors, the 
obvious rem edy is education. 
The sym pathy and help of our people will not 
be w ithheld from any com m uiiiy struggling 
w ith special em barrassm ents or difficulties con­ 
nected w ith sufl'ragi-.

proceed upon unlaw fulness, aud are not ap­ 
proved by just and honorable m ethods, how 
shall those who nractice election frauds recover 
th at respect for the Eanctity of th e ballot which 
is the first condition aud obligauou of good c iti­ 
zenship.

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W ashington, M arch 4th.—The great court of 
the Pension Buildiug is to-night illum inated 
w ith light and color as to the seductive m usic of 
th e great orchestras thousands glide through 
the m ovem ents of the dauce or stroll in the cor­ 
ridors a*:d prom enades adm iring and contribut­ 
ing to the m arvelous beauty of the seeuc. The 
court of the new Pension Building is undoubt­ 
edly the largest aud grandest interior ol its kind 
ou this coutm ent, and in respect to svm m elrieal 
beauty it has few superiors iu the world. The 
area of tassalated floor is about 27,Out) square 
feet, or very neariy an acre. 
Four years ago, when the first inauguration 
ball was held here, the th eu unfinished condi­ 
tion of the building rendered highly effective 
decoration exceedingly difficult, and iu some 
respects quite impossible, but to-night the per­ 
fection of decorative a it seems to have been 
attained. 
A GORGEOUS SCENE. 
The ball-room is indeed a picture of fairyland- 
A thousand in catd e-cem lights flooded the 
building w ilh softened radiance. ( hoice flow­ 
ers pertum ed the air aud delighted the eye, 
while i trains of m usic fell seusuuusly upon the 
ear. The decorations were finer th an anything 
ever aitem pted before at an inaugural ball. The 
m ost conspicuous feature of the interior was the 
two-story Jaj anete pagoda in the center of ithe 
hall. The lower part of the pagoda was a grotto 
built of rock aud ferns around the fountain, a 
picturesque retreat for the dancers, where thev 
could rest surrouDdt d by the glam or oi flowers’, 
soft lights and rm uiiug w ater. On the second 
lloor of th3 pagoda was a strir g band of 100 per- 
forme s, playing the 
music for the dauce. 
Above them , on the th ird gallery, was the Ma­ 
rine Band, which conducted the prom enade 
concert. The structure was covered w ith Hags 
and buntiDg, here and there illum inated w ith 
sparks from electric* lights. 
Portraits of H ar­ 
rison and Morton wetc placed on the frout, and 
running entirely around the structure, just 
above the first story, was a line of shields, each, 
beariug the nam e of a State or Territory'. On 
the top of the pagoda the woid ‘ C onstitution” 
blazea forth in letters of fire. 
The eight massive colum ns supporting th e 
lofty roof were tw ined w ith laurel garlands an d 
palm leaves. The decorations of the room 
proper gave one the im pression of a mass of 
color, a glitter of arm or, the drapery of ll»gs 
anil billows ot banting. 
The galleries sur­ 
rounding the hall were draped w ith Am erican 
flags, interspersed w i:h garlands of laurel and 
pine. 
T he ceiling was covered w ith 5,000 yards of 
laurel festoons. Suspended from the lower gal­ 
lery was a series of panels five feet by ten,. 
m ailc entirely of choice flowers, a panel being 
devoted to each departm ent of .State, upon 
w hich was w rought in h alf relief some suitable 
device. 
The m ain feature of the decorations, how ­ 
ever, consisted of two im m ense floral balls 
w hich were suspended zt the east and west 
ends of th e hail. 
Eaeh ball was fifteen feet in 
diam eter, resem bling two enorm ous Horal bal­ 
loons. 
W hen the President aud Vice-President, 
accom panied by th e ladies of th eir party, en ­ 
tered tho hall they passed un d er the first of 
these ball.». As they did so, an attendant pulled 
a striDg w hich opened, the ball and a show er of 
cut-flowers and roses descended upon them : at 
the sam e tim e the second floral balloon was 
opened aud released a flock of canary b ird san d 
paroquets. 
The m usic of the evening was of two kinds, 
one furnished by the Ut-ited S’a tis Marine 
Band, directed by Professor John Philip donsa, 
usdsted by Salvatore ’¡Virola, and the o th er bv 
Beck's On bestra of one hundred pieces, oon- 
ducted by Simon Hassler and J. G. S. Beok. T he 
prom enade concert proceeded tbe dancing, aud 
began w ith “The Prasidential Polonaise. ' com ­ 
posed bv Prolessor S usa for the occasion, aud 
perform ed by both the band and the orchestra.

Tbe Board of Trustees m et in iegular session 
yesterday, all the m em bers present. 
The w eekly report of the Engineer of the 
w ater works showed th a t 24,35",000 gallons ol 
w ater had been pum ped during the past week. 
G. L. Simmons, M, Ü , C hairm an ol the W ater 
Com m ittee of th e Im provem ent Association! 
filed the following com m unication w ith the 
B o ard : 
Sacramento. March 4 ,18S9. 
Tv the Honorable, the Board <■/ Trustees of the City 
of Sacramento—GENTLEMEN: At a special m eet­ 
ing of yourB oaid held on the 28th day of Feb­ 
ruary, a re p m upon the w ater supply of the city 
was presented by P. A. H um bcit. C. E., o f Foi- 
som, aud unanim ously adopted as the sentim ent 
of your honorable body. A synopsis of this re­ 
port has been published in tbe city papers, but 
its full tex t has not been laid before the public, 
and few who have not exam ined the original 
arc aw are ot its exact nature or ot the enorm ous 
cost required to carry out its recom m endations. 
The lowest estim ate brings the necessary outlay 
for a new pum p of 10.000,000 gallous capacity, a 
stuud pipe, the connection and introduction of 
new m ains and a filtering plant sufficiently large 
to purify th e w ater raised by th e new pum p,at a 
q uarter of a m illion dollars. 
It is not believed th a t your honorable body, 
in unanim ously adopting this report, content 
plated such i n expenditure or considered th at 
by such attio n you com m itted the poliev of the 
city to a filtering system so generally con­ 
dem ned last year bv our citizens. But such is 
its effect, and we m ost respectfully ask for a re­ 
consideration of the adoption of the views in the 
report, and such a h eating upon its conclusions 
as Ihe mi ports nee of the subject w culd seem to 
dem and. E xcluding from criticism that portion 
of the report w hich deals w ith the exam ina 
tion of the pie-rent w ater works and m ains, the 
rem ainder can be shown by com petent hy­ 
draulic engineers and scientific m en to be super­ 
ficial in preparation, and in m any respects con­ 
tra! y to evidence and accepted theories. 
No chem ical tests are reported of tbe excel­ 
lent w ater draw n t'rem th e Aiken aud Hospital 
wells, and as I understand no borings have been 
m ade In scientifically determ ine the nature of 
the strata w hich overlie the body ol water 
know n to exist near the eastern border ot ihe 
city. T his subterranean ilow o f as pure w ater 
a s e a n be found from a lite so u rceiu the coun­ 
try. Mr. H um bert tell us, comes from infiltra 
tion from th e A m erican river, from the sa cra­ 
m ento river, from Burns slough, and from the 
chain of lakes into w hich this slough em pties. 
Iu his judgm ent, "p u m p s draw ing from three 
wells suck from greater distances and more 
doubtful sources every-day draining cesspools 
and m arshy ground on the surface, stagnant 
lakes, etc." 
Years ago a com m ittee of scientists, including 
the President of the San Francisco Academy ot 
Sciences, th e Secretary of th e State Board of 
H ealth and others, visited the Aiken deep well, 
carefully exam ined the strata aud analyzed the 
w ater. Thev gave it as th eir opinion th at 'h e 
w ater w as rem arkably pure, inexhaustible iu 
quantity, and th at there was no connection be­ 
tw een the deep w ater bearing stratum and the 
surface lakes iu the neighborhood. Since that 
tim e this w eil has been used in its full capacity 
during th e hottest st asous. The neighboting 
lakes m ay be nearly dry, the A m tticau river at 
its lowest stage and iu some places like a mere 
ditch, aud yet no dim inution has been noticed 
in the am ount of w ater in the well, and its 
superior quality rem ains unchanged. 
The sam e results m ay be seen at Monte Vista, 
at W illiamson & Strong's and at the County 
Hospital 
Such iaets cannot be controverted, 
and should be carefully considered by au ex ­ 
pert. in reference to the cost of procuring a 
full supply o f th is water. 1 am iuform ed th at tbe 
estim ates iurnished by Mr. H um bert are at 
least th re • lim es tae sum nam ed by parties 
w illing to give a bond to do the work. Indeed, 
it is believed th at the cost of a Hyatt filtering 
plant of rapacity sufficient to treat Wi h alum 
i l l the w ater furnished by the new pum p would 
more th an cover the uetessary outlay to secure 
this boon. 
In the interests, therefore, of the 
people, aud representing an association of citi­ 
zens who appointed m e and ihe Hon. E. J. 
Gregory a Com m ittee upon au Im proved W ater 
Supply, I very respectfully ask th at this ques­ 
tion be reconsidered and referred to the ju d g ­ 
m ent of the votéis at the an iroaebiug city 
«lection.

The Koad 
Overseers of the districts in which they are 
planted w ere iu-.tructed to see that all that 
w ere obstructions be rem oved from th e road.

METEOROLOGICAL. 


S u m m ary o f W ea th er. T em p eratu re an d 
R a in fa ll f o r F eb ru ary. 
W eather—Few storm s appeared on tee Pacific 
coast during the m onth and they were, as a 
rule, of short duration, and were accom panied 
by little precipitation. Kaiu fell in Oregon and 
W ashington T erritory on the 7th, 13th, 14th, 
15th, 17th, ISth, 19th, 25th, 23d and 27ib: in 
N orthern California on the 6th, 15th, 16th, 17th, 
23d and 26th. and in Southern California on the 
14th, 15tb, 16th, 2»th aud 25tli. 
T em perature—th e m ean 
tem perature was 
higher th an the average February tem perature 
at ail statious ou the Pacific coast, departure 
from the norm al tem peratures being about 6° 
for stations in Oregon and W ashington T erri­ 
tory, and about 3° for those iu California. Mean 
m onthly tem peratures at selected stations were 
as follows: Portland, Or., 44°, Roseburg, Or., 45°; 
Red Bluff, Cal., 52°; Sacram ento, Cal , 56°: San 
Francisco, Cal., 52°; Fresno, Cab, 50°. Los Ange­ 
les, Cal., 55r : San Diego. Cal ,55°. 
R ainfall—The rainfall was m arkedly below 
th e norm al February rainfall in all districts, the 
depa-tures ranging from about seven inches iu 
the vicinity o f Puget Sound to about one inch in 
the extrem e southern part of California. At all 
statious in the w estern Dart of Oregon aud Wash­ 
ington Territory' the rainfall was less than that 
for any February s.nee the eom m enc.m ent of 
observations. Rainfall though light was well 
distributed, both as regards the territory cov­ 
ered aud in tim e, thus securing the m axim um 
benefit to growing crops. The folloa ing table 
shows, for selected stations, the rainfall ior ihe 
m outh aud for the season to March 1st:

A nother affidavit from E. H. M iller, Secretary 
of the Central Pacific R ailroad Company, that 
th at com pany had paid, from 1880 to 1888, 8750,­ 
000 more th au it would have paid under those 
circum stances. 
A nother affidavit from J. L. W’illcolt, Secre­ 
tary of the Southern Pacific R ailroad Company, 
th at his com pany had during the latter period 
paid 8750,000 more th an it would have paid had 
it been assessed and taxed like the property of 
individuals. 
Mr. Cross next read an affidavit from Colonel 
Creed llaym oud. giving a full history of the 
stipulations m ade in the railroad tax cases, 
w h ich entirely upset the charges that the cases 
in the Courts had been delayed by the railroad 
company. 
All of the affidavits were filed w ith the com ­ 
m ittee. 
Mr. Cross then continued his argum ent, and 
am ong other things said : 
Now, Mr. Chairm an, unsatisfactory as you 
w ill all realize that it m ust be form e to argue 
this ease before so few of the com m ittee, I still 
believe that w henever anything is right and 
once gets started it w ill roll until it reaches 
evervbody that is interested. I w ill be vcry 
briei' because I know how m uch work there is 
for the Assembly to do and liow im portant a 
part of th at work the m em bers ol this com ­ 
m ittee 
perform. 
If any 
person, 
natural 
or artificial, believes him self unjustly dealt 
with 
iu th e m atter of 
taxatiou 
he has 
a right to go to the Courts aud have th e 
question of w hether he has been properly- 
assessed and taxed 
determ ined. 
If there 
is any one th at has not th a t light, then he is 
denied the privil-ges oi 
this 
Government, 
w hicli are accorded to everybody else. W hen 
the Courts have decided th at m atter, we m ust 
either say that the Courts are right or we m ust 
assum e h at we are better prepared to deter­ 
m ine the m atter at issue than are the Courts, 
w hich we have established for th e purpose of 
determ ining that question. Now the great con­ 
tention ot these railroad com panies, as I under­ 
stand it, from the very first of the trouble about 
these troublesom e questions, has been th at 
they had a right to be assessed upon th e same 
basis as other people ; that the sam e ratio upon 
w hich other people paid taxes was th e ratio 
upon w hich they had a right to lie taxed also ; 
and that because the Constitntion of the State 
provides th at all other people who owu real 
estate in the State of California, w hen it comes 
to assessm ent tune, m ay deduct the value of 
any m ortgages upon the property, aud be as­ 
sessed only for the value of the balance of the 
property ; that because that right is denied to 
the owners of railroad property, therefore rail­ 
road properties are not assessed upon the same 
basis as are other people. Now, then, if they 
liave sueli a contention, I do not cure to argue 
to any m an who w ill not im m ediately adm it 
th at if there are m ortgages upon th eir property, 
th at they are not assessed upon the sam e basis 
or ratio as are other people. I have no tim e to 
w aste upon a m an w ho does not understand 
and acknowledge th at as a projser statem ent of 
the case. 
Now two m em bers of the com m ittee have c o t e 
in since I read the evidence w hich 1 proposed to 
furnis'i here U -uight. T hat evidence shows in 
the plainest 
and clearest and undoubtable 
term s th at the Central and Southern Pacific 
R ailroid Com pautes iu the S ta te d California 
have, since the adoption of the Lew Constitu­ 
tion, paid such an am ount of taxes as that if 
their mortgages had been deducted the sam e as 
other people s m ortgages have been during all 
th at tim e from the assessed valuation of th eir 
property, they have paid m ore th an Si.SOO.OOO iu 
excess of their share of taxes. Now, I do not 
wish to criticise anybody im properly, but, if 
th a t is the fact—and th e evidence is here and 
uncontradicted and every fact recited apptars 
in public record, because th eir m ortg ge» are 
spread upon the record and the aim rant for 
w hich they are assessed is spread i ;o n the 
records and th e am ount of taxes which they 
have paid is spread upon th e records—I take it 
for granted th at if it is right for other laud 
and real estate owners to have th eir m ort­ 
gages 
deducted, then it is right :or the 
railroad com panies to have their mortgages 
deducted. 
Now w hat m an, knowing these 
facts—a m an may not know these fad s and 
form his opinion w ithout them —but if he knows 
the facts and then m akes up his opinion, l>is 
judgm ent corrected by knowledge—for judg­ 
m ent w ithout knowledge of the facts nc 
r can 
be co rrect- w hat m an having these fact» 
fore 
him can sit down as a legi»latorof the :-.at - i.f 
California and in good faith say : •• 1 w ill give 
my vote and my influence, after these people 
have paid 81,750,000 m ore th an th eir share ol 
tases, to levy a further tax upon them for th at 
very same period for w hich they have paid 
»tich excess." 
Now I have som ething more to say. 
A tax 
which is not legally assessed and levied is, in 
law, no valid tax, and being no valid tax never 
i an be delinquent as a tax 
There m ay be 
-om ething spread upon the record w hich looks 
like an a-sessm ent and looks like a levy, but if 
it i> not a valid act, then there can be" no d e­ 
linquency on these caseta 8o th a t w hile the 
ro u t roller ol the State sends to th e Assembly 
a certain report show ing a certain am ount of 
del nquent taxes as due from these people the 
< ourt has said that they are not due; and there 
lias not been a snit brought since the new Con­ 
stitution was adopted, in any Court, but th at has 
been decided in favor of the defendavts. Take 
the Court of Judge L ' tivv. Judge Lcavy was 
ap|Kiioted a Judge by Governor Stoncm an, 
especially becam e he was known to be a m an 
whose feelings were against the Central and 
.southern Pacific Railroad Company. T hat was 
the m ain tact w hich entered into his appoint­ 
m ent. and yet even he. w hen these m ethods of 
assessm ent and taxation were brought before 
him , had to decide that the m ellrods were ille­ 
gal and tbe assessm ents not valid. Every case 
w hich has gone to the Courts under these 
m ethods o l attem pting to proceed, every case 
it 
has 
been 
decided 
th a t 
the m ethods 
are illegal and Invalid m ethods. 
And how cau 
a m an. against the Superior courts of the State, 
against the Suprem e Court of the Slate, against 
the C ircuit Court ol the United States, against 
the United Stales Suprem e ( ourt, w hen they 
have all decided one way, w ithout a bieak in 
llie whole line of deci-ions, stu id up against all 
those Courts and say th a t those Courts are m is­ 
taken. 
Now if th e m ethods pursued are illegal 
and arc invalid, w hat is there in a bill that 
sim ply provides th at you will go at it and do 
the sam e thing over and by the sam e m ethods ? 
W hat can result from it ? Only ouc thing, and 
tn at is another string of law salts to co»t, the 
State aud the railro id com pany a large sum of 
m oney w ithout anybody deriving any possible 
advantage or benefit from it. Now the evidence 
in these cases w ill show, and show bcyoud dis­ 
pute, that the laiiroad com pany has been con­ 
tending upon this line all the tim e. 
Now, 1 w ant to call ycur attention to another 
thing. There has been for a long tim e in my 
p aity—the Dem ocratic party—a disposition lo 
cast censa c upon the late Attorney-General 
M arshall. He has been publicly denounced ; be 
has been privately denounced. A large portion 
of this investiga-ion has been directed to the 
proposition of show ing th a t Attoraey-Geucral 
M arshall signed certain stipulations which he 
ought not to have signed : th at those stipula­ 
tions contained certain m atters w hich they 
ought nut to have contained. I take it that 
there is not a m em b*rof this com m ittee who has 
not liad some experience in tax cases. 
W hat is 
necessary to m ake a valid assessm ent of taxes 
so th at a m an is bound to pay the taxes? You 
have got to comply w ith the law for the assess­ 
m ent and levy o f taxes. You cannot assess and 
levy taxes outside of the law. You m ust proceed 
in com pliance w ith the law. Now. w h at is the 
great fault th a t is tound w ith Attorney-General 
M arshall and w ith Judge Sawyer as to the find 
ings th a t were signed as th e result o f stipula­ 
tions signed by Mr. M arshall? It is th is: th at 
in the findings in all these cases was a finding 
th at the Board of Equalization hail assessed the 
properties nam ed, aud iu accordance w ith th e 
provisions of Section 8665 of th e I’olitlcal C de. 
Now th e Board of Equalization had no guide 
but th a t law . They had to go by th at law. 
They were sworn to obey the law. If they did 
not oDcy the law then they were not acting 
w it zin the law , and that is the law as laid dow n 
for them by the Legislature, and which I will 
denom inate ’.lie ” Filcher bill," a bill projiosed 
by the Controller of State and adopted largely 
at his suggestion. There were two things to do". 
E ither the Court had to find th at the Board of 
Equalization had com plied w ith the provi­ 
sions of th at law in m aking tbe assessment, 
or it had to find th a t it bad 
not com ­ 
plied w ith the provisions of the law as to 
now assessments should be m sde. 
If the Court 
had found that they did not comply w ith the 
provisions of the law. then the assessments 
would have beeu void, because they did not com ­ 
ply a ith th at law . Is there any law yer who does 
not know th at? If the Court found th a t they 
hud com plied w ith the provisions of law, then 
the question was not w hether the Board of 
Equalization had done its duty and com plied 
with the law. but w hether the law w hich the 
Legislature lisd laid down for them to goby 
was a valid law ? Now. the finding which 
these gentlem en m ake so m uch fuss about, was 
th at the state Board of Equalization had done 
ju st w hat th a t section ot the Code required 
them io do. If the C u rt had found th at they 
had not com plied w ith th a t s.ction, then there 
could not have been any tax, because the tax 
had not been levied accoraii.g lo law . So 
w here would tbey have been if Attoraey-Gen- 
enii M arshall had uot had that finding put in 
there? They w..uld have be. n levying ail a?- 
sessraout and tax w ithout authority of law at 
ull. And yet these people find fault because a 
finding w as in there w hich was absolutely 
necessary in order io sustain the tax under auv 
circum stances. The evidence was before Judge. 
•Sawyer that they had com plied w ith the law, 
aud so lie found aud he had to so find. Now 
tbey blam e Attorney-Geneial M arshall for that. 
Now, to law sers I wou d say this—another 
m an m ight not readily understand—the Con­ 


troller, not being a lawer, m ight net under­ 
stand : W hen a great case is com pleted and the 
law yer who has conducted it, and won it or lost 
it, looks back at the case, he is sure to see some 
place w here he m ight i ave done better. So, 
w hen Attorney-General M arshall did this work 
on behalf of the State, assisted by such m en as 
Judge W aym ire and Mr. Baggett and Mr. Del- 
mas, if you please—w hen they had done th eir 
very best, and looked back at it, they saw th a t 
there were vices: but th e vices were not the 
vices ot the Board ot Equalization ; they w ere 
not the vices o! the C ourt; they were not the 
vices of the Attorney-General. They were the 
vices of the statute and C onstitution of the 
State, and the true contention 'o r intelligent 
m en to m ake w ith regard to this m atter—m en 
who th in k m ore of being statesm en th an oi be­ 
ing m ere politicians—Is to am end the law until 
they have a valid law’, and th en try to collect 
the ta x e s ; not to hoodw ink and fool the 
people of this Stato by m aking them th in k 
th at because they voted for a bill to ¡re­ 
assess taxes by a m ethod w hich has been 
declared again and again invalid, th a t thereby 
they perform ed a service for th e State, for 
thereby they do not. 
Now, a little m ore about 
these stipulations signed by Attorney-General 
M arshall 
The Attorney-General finds fault be­ 
cause Attorney-General M arshall did not do bet­ 
ter. Controller Dunn, especially, finds fault be­ 
cause Attorney-General M arshall did not do 
better, and claim s th a t the A ttorney-General of 
the State ought to have know n better, and th a t 
he, M-. Dunn, although not a lawyer, knows 
better. Now, let m e relate to you som ething 
th a t transpired not m ore th an three days ago 
that w ill snow how just it is to cast this censure. 
There is uot a law yer here, I suppose, who does 
not know th a t w hen a suit is brought to recover 
taxes, and tried before a Court, there m ust be 
findings, w hich findings m ust cover a large 
num ber of points. First, there m ust be a find­ 
ing th at the tax was levied; next, there m ust be 
a findiug that the tax was assessed; next, there 
m ust be a finding th at it was properly entered 
in the books, th a t it was zroperly recorded 
here and properly done there until the whole 
field 
of 
the levy and assessm ent of tbe 
tax has been covered. Now they find fault w ith 
Attorney-General 
M arshall for not 
having 
draw n a perfect stipulation in an entirely new- 
class of cases. Now Mr. Haym ond, having sent 
to this com m ittee a com m unication that he 
would sign a stipulation by wh ch a case could 
go to the Suprem e Court upon these ta x m atters, 
on Saturday a num ber of gentlem en of good 
standing- and I w ill nam e them —Mr. Ostrom, 
the Deputy Att'.rney-General of this State, Mr. 
Dunn, tlieS tafe Conti oiler, Mr. Storke and Mr. 
S hanahan, w ithout t~l!iug_anybody th eir busi- 
uess, w ent quietly to Sac francisco and took 
w ith them a stipulation in the railroad tax 
cases. 
They w ent to Mr. Haym ond’s office and 
presented it to him to sign. 
He looked a t it 
and said, " i have signed all stipulations on be­ 
h alf of the State w hich have been presented to 
me and I w ill sitn th iso n e ," a n d thereupon 
he signed it. 
W hen 
he 
had 
sig rtd 
it 
he said: “ Now, gentlem en, I have signed your 
stipulation, but on th at stipulation you will 
lose the case.” Now, w hat was the m atter w ith 
this stipulation. Mr. Storke was one of these 
gentlem en. He handed it over to Mr. Storke. 
Now, w hat you do you suppose these m en—the 
present Attom ey-Geueral ot the State, who finds 
fault w ith the past Attorney-General of the 
State, the Controller ol State, who finds fault 
w ith Attorney-General 
M arshall for having 
signed this other stipulation. Mr. Shanahan and 
Mr. Storke, good lawyers I take it, m em bers of 
this com m ittee, w ho arc dispo ed to find fault 
w ith 
Attorney-General M arshall for having 
sigued this stipulation, aud Mr. Ostrom, the 
father or godfather, at least, of this bill No. 17. 
W hat do you suppose th a t stipulation contained, 
you law yers? T nat stipulation was th a t the 
judgm ents and findings in three railroad tax 
cases in the United Stales Circuit Court should 
be set aside and th at w hen the judgm ents and 
finding» liad been set aside th at new findings 
should be m ade; and th at the findings in 
those cases, w hen m m ade, should be b u t one 
finding and Unit finding should be tlm t the 
m ortgages upon raiiioad property were not d e­ 
ducted in the assessment. Now think of that, 
will you ? For m en who find fault because a 
past Attorney-General signed 
a 
stipulation 
which they find faint w ith to go down and 
show th eir w isdom. These m en who w ant to 
pull m otes out of o h er people’s eyes, go down 
to Creed H aym ond’s office and sign a stipula­ 
tion w ith h im ; and w hen they get through, 
w hat have they done? They have signed a 
stipulation th at the case shall go to the Su­ 
prem e Court of the United States upon a single 
finding, and th a t finding th at the m ortgages 
upon railroad property w ere uot deducted in 
the assessment. These are the m en who find 
fault with such a m an as General M arshall, be­ 
cause betore these tax cases had been litigated 
at all he drew aud signed a stipulation wrhich, 
in the light ot subsequent events, proves d e­ 
fective. 
First cast the beam out ot your eye 
before you try to take the m ote out of your 
brother's eye. These m en finding fault w ith 
the past Attorney General because he signed a 
defective stipulation. Why, it would m ake a 
jackass laugh, if a jackass could know some law, 
lo know of such people doing such things. 
Mr. llaym ond tte n told these 
gentlem en 
w hat an utterly ridiculous thing they had done 
aud said, "G entlem en, we w ant this question 
settled. 
We w ant it settled so th at there can te 
no question about it. It has been decided by 
the United States Suprem e Court, but we w ant 
it so decided th a t everybody w ill be satisfied. 
W hen your session of the Legislature is over 
com e down here and I w ill sign a stipulation 
w hich will take a case to the United States Su­ 
prem e Court and settle the m atter." 
And I 
guess, probably, the Attorney-General lias sent 
a party down to get a new stipulation signed. 
W hether it w ill be any better thau the other I 
have no m eans ot knowing. 
Mr. Cross then took up tne proposed substitute 
for Assembly Bill No. 17. He first stated th at 
the original bill had not been discussed over 
two hours before its friends were com pelled to 
w ithdraw it and present an entirely new bill. 
H e considered 
tbe 
substitute 
by 
sections, 
liolnted out its glaring inconsistencies, and held 
that under no circum stances coaid it be of any 
service iu solving the vexed question ot rail­ 
road taxatiou. Its provisions were utterly ridic­ 
ulous. It w ould be impossible for the Assessors 
iu the various coum ies to carry out its pro­ 
visions. 
They would have to go back a d 
ralte the property ot every county w ith a fine- 
tooth com b to find out if any property had 
escaped taxation for any reason w hatever. 
If 
i hey tound any they m ust go and assess it for 
the one, two, three, five, six or seven years, ac- 
cordiug as the tact m ay be. It would give the 
Assessors a nice job. They would go to the 
local banks and find out it there was anything 
there th a t had escaped taxation lor a period ot 
vears. 
But would the m an in whose hands 
ihey found it pay the tax, or would it be as­ 
sessed to the m an whose duty it was originally 
to have paid it? 
Mr. Cross proceeded to state to the com m ittee 
his idea of w hat th eir report should be. am ong 
other things suggesting th at the best thing that 
could be done at this late stage of the session 
would be to introduce and prom ptly pass a bill 
providing for tne appointm ent ol a Commission, 
composed of m em bers of the Legislature, or 
others, whose duty it should be to thoroughly in­ 
vestigate the subject and report to the next 
Lep.islature a bill w hich would cover the whole 
subject of railroad taxation aud settle it for all 
tim e. 
At the close of Mr. Cross’ argum ent the com ­ 
m ittee adjourned to m eet this m orning at 9 
o’clock, at w hich tim e they will prepare- a re­ 
port and request the Assembly to hnve the evi­ 
dence taken before the com m ittee printed. 


rt BATE PR ISO N IN VESTIG ATIO N. 


Tlio investigation of affairs at San Q uentin 
was resum ed before the jo in t com m ittee of the 
Legislature last evening, Mr. Shanahan in the 
chair. The first w itness was Alfred Estill, Ser- 
geaut-Rt-Arms of the Ways and Means Com m it­ 
tee ot the Assembly, who testified that under 
direction of the com m ittee he had visited San 
Quentin Prison to serve a subpcna on Mr. 
Thorp, Commissary o f the prison, w hich sub­ 
pcna com m anded said Thorp to appear before 
the com m ittee w ith the Commissary’s books. 
He slated th at Thorp co u ld 'n o t lie found, nor 
his books: th a t he did uot see W arden McComb 
there, but did see Deputy W arden Cham bers, 
who said T horp was uot there; th a t he had uot 
been seen since the day previous. Cham bers 
thought there was no use in his w aiting to find 
7 tiorp. and witness was of the sam e opinion, 
from 
appearances. 
Could 
not 
get 
his 
books, 
and 
did 
not 
believe 
T horp 
nor 
th e 
books 
would 
be 
found 
if 
be 
was 
to return there. 
W itness indicated by his 
i estim o y and 
m auner, 
th a t 
he 
beiievc d 
Thorp Htid

intentionally 
" a w a y tiom hom e, ” and would continue so. 
Th? com m ittee alter a warm diseiusion over the 
rituation directed th a t a subpei a be issued for 
’I horp, and also one for W arden McComb, d i­ 
recting them , either or both, to appear forth­ 
with b iu g in g th cG m ntissary’sbooks. Thecom - 
m ilree thought th a t tbe books could not be hid 
behind the unexplained absence of the Commis- 
»aiy, but th a t T horp was responsible to th e 
Wari’cn. and the books could 
certainly be 
rea bed either direct or through the W arden. 
J. K Ellis, Clerk of the Board of Prison Di­ 
rectors 
was sworn and testified. He said he 
knew nothing about T horp's w hereabouts 
The 
last he saw him was Sunday m ornieg. 
He did 
not know w hether or not he had leave of 
absence. 
The Commissary make* all puroha es for the 
prisons uuder direction of the W arden. 
Most 
of the f urehasea, however, are m ade under con­ 
tract. There is probably 81J no w orth of articles 
purchased each m onth outside of contra-.ts. 
and these the Commissary purchases, or they 
are purchased on an order or letter from th e 
W aidcn to the vender. The ju te is purchased 
from C alcutta under contract. 
Referring to the building of the addition to 
the W arden’s house, costing about *3,WO, w it­ 
ness did not rem em ber th at any authority was 
gianted for the purchase of m aterials for said 
building. 
The books of tbe prison were recently ex­ 
ported, w hen it was ascertained that no coa! ac­ 
count was kept, and by order o f th e Board it 
was directed th a t hereafter an accurate account 
of coal used by each departm ent be kept. 
A 
large saving could be m ade by cl< aning out the 
wells on tbe p ernises and getting a supply of 
w ater from them instead of from th e M arin 
county w ater works, w here the cost is about S6U0 
per m onth. 
Secretary of State H endricks was called to 
the staud and as a form er State Prison Director, 
and President of th e State Penological Commis­ 
sion. was asked his view s as to W arden Me- 
Comb's adaptability and efficiency for that office. 
He stated that he had very careful!; w atched 
the m anagem ent of the tw o Slate Prisons, aud 
especially that of W ardeu McComb; th at form 
erly he had a high regard for him : th at his dis­ 
cipline and m atm gem cut was good in m ost re 
speets, and th a t he was a thoroughly good 
W arden, but always thought th at he did not 
pay enough attention to learning the ways 
of 
prisoucrs. 
nor 
have 
sufficient 
care 
anout furnishing them reading m atter, etc. 
Subsequently, continued the w itne s, careful 
obseivation caused me to entirely change my 
opinion, and this ch arg e was based upon w hat 
I conceive his acting in bad fai.h tow ard pris 
oner*. 
Prisoners discern this in a War fen or 
officer over them very quick'y. 
The witness 
then related the W arden's treatm ent of a n am e­ 
sake o f witness, who, at the solicllttion of the 
applicant's wife, he had been instrum ental in 
having appointed to some m inor position at the 
prison, tie did not know th a t they were any 
reiatlon, but the m an seem ed very worthy. 
He 
m ade 
extended 
inquiries and 
found him 
to 
be 
so. 
and 
hence 
rccom m en.icd 
him 
He m ade 
an 
tx cellen t officer, bat 
after 
a 
lim e 
W arden 
McComb 
found 
fault with him , charged him w ith various of­ 
fenses. am ong which was opening lelter». These 
caused him to lose confidence In tb e m an, but 
now be has the best of reasons ta believe th e t 
the charges were Dot true, b u t were only to set 
rid of his namesake, w ho w as thorough y 
honest, and which fact was the reason why Vc- 
c o m o d id not w ant him there. 1 w ish to »ay, 


said the witness, th a t I found out about this long 
before 
the recent 
publication o f 
the 
let­ 
ters in w hich W arden MeComb alluded to me 
as “ old Bill H endricks,” and m ore than a year 
ago wrote a pointed letter to McComb. express­ 
ing m y disgust at the turn prison m anagem ent 
had taken at the W arden’s hands. W hen asked 
if he could show a copy ot this letter, witness 
replied th a t he could, and subsequently pro­ 
duced It. and it was read to the com m ittee, as 
follow s:

To General John UcOomb, San Quentin, Oil.— 
D e a r G e n e ra l: It Is a rule of m ine, befoie abso­ 
lutely ’ tacking’' w ith a friend oi any consider­ 
able length of tim e, to lei th em know w hat is 
the m atter, so as lo prevent bad blood, or else 
leave a squarely understood sea of m ture trou­ 
bled w aters ahead.

From a political and personal standpoint, be­ 
tw een m an and m an, and m en and m en, it is 
frightfully hum iliating to m e; but, worse than 
th at, from a prison m anagem ent view, it is 
destruction. 
I hope, I deeply hope, I m ay have wrongly 
interpreted the “hand-w riting on the w all." 
I am now m ore strongly th an ever in favor of 
non partisanship in or about the prisons.

feel at all comfortable; but in debate, 
when 1 have to deal with some antagonist, 
the case is quite different,” and a llash 
from his e/e confirmed ths truth of what 
he said. 
Robert Smith, brother of Sydney Smith 
known among his friends as “ Bobus,” was 
a wit, a scholar and a lawyer, who, before 
judges and juries, had a reputation as an 
advocate: but when he spoke in the House 
of Commons he tried to pass from one 
branch of argument to another, and, in 
nautical phraseology, “ missed stays,” and 
was obliged to sit down.

T b e O ld e s t O b e lisk . 
The oldest of all the obelisks is the 
beautiful one of rosy granite which stands 
aione among the green fields on the hanks 
of the Nile, not far from Cairo. 
It is the 
gravestone of a great ancient city which 
has vanished and left only this relic be­ 
hind. The city was the Bethshemesh of 
Scripture, the famous On, which is memo­ 
rable to all Bible readers as the residence 
of the priest of I’otipherah, whose daugh­ 
ter, Asenatli. Joseph married. The Greeks 
called it Heliopolis, the city of the sun, be­ 
cause there the worship of the sun had 
its chief center and its most sacred shrines. 
It was the seat of the most ancient univer­ 
sity in the world, to which youthful 
students 
came 
from 
all 
parts 
of 
the world to learn the occult wisdom 
which the priests of On alone could teach. 
Thales, Solon, Eudoxus, Pythagorus and 
Plato all studied th ere; perhaps Moses, 
too. 
It was also the birthplace of the 
sacred literature of Egypt, where were 
written on papyrus leaves the original 
chapters of the oldest book in the world, 
generally known as the “Book of the 
Dead,” giving a most striking account of 
the conflicts and triumphs of the life after 
death, a whole copy or fragment of which 
every Egyptian, rich or poor, wished to 
have buried with him in his coffin, and 
portions of which are found inscribed on 
every mummy case, and on the walls of 
every tomb. 
In front of one of the principal "temples 
of the sun, in this magnificent city, stood, 
along with a companion, long since de­ 
stroyed, the solitary obelisk which we now 
behold on the spot. 
It alone, as I have 
said, has survived the wreck of all the 
glory of the place, as if to assure tis that 
what is given to (rod, however ignorantly 
and superstitiouslv, endures, while all the 
other works of man perish. It was con­ 
structed by Usirtesen I., who is supposed 
to have reigned 2,800 years before Christ, 
and has outlasted all the dynastic changes 
of the land, aud still stands where it orig­ 
inally stood nearly forty-seven centuries 
ago. W hat appears of its sit a ft above 
ground is 68 feet in hight, but its base 
is buried in the mud of the Nile; and 
year after year the inundation of the river 
deposits its film of soil around its foot and 
buries it still deeper in its sacred grave.— 
C hristian Union.
